In  the  \e;ir  of  the  formal  inauguration  of  the  University  of  Illinois, 
1868,  a  Board  i>f  Trustees,  consisting  of  thirt\-t\\(>  members,  resolved 
"to  make  this  L  ni\ersit\-  pre-emincnth'  a  practical  school  of  agriculture 
and  the  mechanic  arts,  not  excluding  other  scientific  and  classical  studies." 

That  board  of  thirt\  -t\\  o  trustees  had  eight)  students  to  care  for  dur- 
ing that  term.  These  eighty  students  were  housed  in  an  old  seminars' 
building  that  w  as  a  coiuhination  dormitors'  and  recitation  hall — "A  large, 
plain,  red  brick,  five  story  building,  set  down  in  the  black  Illinois  mud, 
M  ith  not  a  tree  or  a  shrub,  a  spear  of  grass  or  a  fence." 

But  like  the  lush  green  grass  that  soon  grew  in  "the  black  Illinois  mud" 
tlie  Univcrsitx"  also  took  root  under  the  careful  administration  of  far- 
sighted  men,  and  rose  to  a  place  of  eminence  that  far  exceeded  the  ex- 
pectations of  the  Board  that  passed  that  s'niple  resolution  back  in  1868.

TO  THE  STUDENTS: 


In  times  of  adversity  the  American  people  have 
always  demonstrated  conclusively  their  initiative 
and  their  ability  to  rise  to  the  occasion  no  matter 
what  it  ma\-  be  and  no  matter  what  the  odds.

During  the  last  seventy-five  years  the  University 
of  Illinois  has  devoted  itself  to  that  objective.  And 
during  the  years  to  come  —  difficult  though  they 
may  be  —  difficult  though  they  undoubtedly  will 
be  —  the  University  will  continue  to  exemplify  the 
principles  of  the  American  way  of  life  —  a  life  of 
freedom  and  Democracy  under  the  law.  In  that 
way,  as  much  as  in  an\'  other,  can  the  University 
as  a  great  educational  institution  fulfill  its  obliga- 
tions to  the  people  of  the  State  and  Nation.

Arthur  Cutts  Willanl  was  elected  seventh  president  of  the 
University  of  Illinois  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  March  13, 
1934,  and  assumed  the  presidency  in  July  of  that  year.  He 
has  been  a  member  of  the  University  faculty  since  1913,  coming 
here  as  assistant  professor  of  heating  and  ventilation  in  the  De- 
partment of  Mechanical  Engineering.  Four  years  later  he  was 
made  a  full  professor  and  in  1920  was  named  head  of  the 
department.  Nine  months  previous  to  his  election  as  president, 
he  had  been  made  Acting  Dean  of  the  College  of  Engineering. 

Dr.  Willard  was  born  in  AVashington,  D.  C,  and  attended 
the  Central  High  School  there.  He  studied  in  the  National 
College  of  Pharmacy  for  one  year  and  then  entered  the  Massa- 
chusetts Institute  of  Technology,  taking  a  chemical  engineering 


course  and  receiving  his  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  1904. 
Following  graduation  from  AI.I.T.  he  taught  for  one  year  at 
the  California  School  for  .Mechanical  Arts  in  San  Francisco 
and  for  three  years  at  George  Washington  University-  in  the 
national  capital.  The  four  years  preceding  his  transfer  to 
Illinois  he  served  the  United  States  \\'ar  Department  as  Sani- 
tary and  Heating  Engineer. 

Three  honorary  doctors'  degrees  have  been  conferred  upon 
President  Willard:  Doctor  of  Engineering  b>'  the  Case  School 
of  Applied  Science,  Doctor  of  Laws  by  George  W'ashington 
University,  and  also  the  Doctor  of  Laws  b>"  Northwestern 
Universitv. 
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HISTORICALLY  SPEAZINa 


The  Universit>"  (if  Illinois  holds  a  unique  position 
among  the  Land  Grant  Colleges  and  Universities  of 
the  United  States;  it  is  the  Federal  Land  Grant-State 
University  in  the  State  \\  here  the  Land  Grant  College 
movement  originated;  furthermore.  President  Abra- 
ham Lincoln,  a  resident  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  made 
the  Land  Grant  Act  of  1862  a  hw. 

The  first  attempt  to  found  a  State  University  in 
Illinois  \\'as  defeated  in  1833.  The  first  move  to  found 
a  State  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  School  \\  as  begun 
at  the  meeting  of  the  Buel  Institute,  at  Granville,  Illi- 
nois, on  November  18,  1851,  when  Jonathan  Baldwin 
Turner  stated  his  plans  for  such  a  school.  In  February, 
1852,  Turner  made  the  suggestion  that  all  states  might 
unite  in  seeking  a  "chain  of  industrial  universities, 
nationwide  in  compass  .  .  .  created  and  endowed  1)\"  a 
grant  of  land  from  Congress  to  each  State."  The  work 
of  Turner  and  his  friends  resulted  in  a  .Memorial  to 
Congress  from  the  General  Assembly  of  Illinois  in 
Februar\'  1853,  seeking  federal  aid  for  a  national  sws- 
tem  of  agricultural  universities. 

Justin  Morrill  of  \'ermont,  introduced  the  pre- 
liminary legislation,  for  such  grants,  his  hill  finalh- 
being  vetoed  by  President  Buchanan,  February  26, 
1859.  The  Land  Grant  Act  of  1862,  was  sponsored 
by  Senator  B.  F.  Wade  of  Ohio,  introduced  in  the 
United  States  Senate  in  May  1862,  passed,  and  signed 
by  President  Lincoln  on  July  1,  1862.  The  bill  em- 
bodied completel>'  the  ideas  of  the  farmers  of  Illinois, 
and  granted  to  each  state  public  land  scrip  equal  to 
30,000  acres  for  each  senator  and  representative  in 
Congress  "for  the  endowment,  support,  and  main- 
tenance of  at  least  one  college  whose  leading  object 
shall  be,  without  excluding  other  scientific  and  classical 
studies,  and  including  military  tactics,  to  teach  such 
branches  of  learning  as  are  related  to  agriculture  and 
the  mechanic  arts  ...  to  promote  the  liberal  and  prac- 
tical education  of  the  industrial  classes  in  the  several 
pursuits  and  professions  of  life." 

The  General  .Assembly  of  Illinois  accepted  the  grant 
for  the  state  on  February  14,  1863,  and  the  location 
was  designated  at  Champaign-Urbana  on  February  28, 
1 867   after  a  bitter  contest.    Governor  Oglesbv  im- 


mediately appointed  the  first  board  of  trustees  which 
chose  John  .M.  Ciregory  as  the  first  regent  of  the  new 
university,  termed  the  Illinois  Industrial  L'niversit>-. 

Regent  Circgor)'  served  from  1867  to  1880;  the  Uni- 
versity opened  on  .March  2,  1868  with  fifty  students, 
a  regent,  two  faculty  members,  and  one  building  with 
almost  no  equipment.  The  early  years  of  the  new- 
university  were  highly  controversial,  due  to  lack  of 
know  ledge  of  courses  to  be  taught  in  an  industrial 
universit)-.  .A  shop  for  the  teaching  of  mechanical 
engineering,  the  first  in  America,  was  opened  in  1870, 
women  were  admitted  to  the  University  in  1870,  a 
mechanical  building  and  drill  hall  was  built  in  1871. 
the  "Student,"  a  newspaper  was  renamed  "The  Illini" 
in  1873,  UniversitN'  Hall  was  completed  in  1875,  and 
in  1877  the  Legislature  ga\c  the  University  authorit\ 
to  confer  degrees  and  grant  diplomas.  Four  colleges 
were  organized  within  the  L'niversit)'  in  1873,  Agri- 
culture, Engineering,  Literature  and  Arts,  and  Natural 
Science.  Regent  Gregory  accomplished  two  great  ob- 
iectives,  the  establishment  of  the  L'niversity,  and  the 
reversing  of  an  unfriendly  attitude  to  one  of  firm 
friendship  for  the  new  Industrial  University. 

Selim  H.  Peabody,  acting  regent  from  1880  to  1881, 
and  regent  from  1881  to  1891  was  faced  with  three 
.serious  problems  of  administration  during  his  term  of 
office,  student  government,  fraternities,  and  finances. 
He  solved  the  financial  problem  by  securing  the  first 
appropriations  from  the  state  in  1881  to  assist  in  the 
pa\ment  of  instruction.  He  sponsored  the  change  in 
name  of  the  Universit\'  from  the  Illinois  Industrial 
L'niversity  to  the  L'niversity  of  Illinois  in  1885.  He 
moved  the  State  Laboratory  of  Natural  History-  and 
the  State  Entomologist  to  the  L'niversitx'  in  the  same 
\ear;  he  founded  the  agricultural  Experiment  Station 
in  1888.  Regent  Peabody,  an  engineer  himself,  com- 
pleted the  move  to  make  the  new  L'niversity  a  satis- 
faction to  the  state  as  a  technical  school. 

It  remained  for  Acting  Regent  Thomas  Jonathan 
Burrill  who  served  in  this  capacity  from  1891  to  1894 
to  solve  the  problems  of  student  government  and  fra- 
ternities. During  this  period,  the  Graduate  School 
was  established  in   1892   and  the  Summer  School  in 
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1S94.  Acting  Regent  J3inTill's  brief  administrntion  \\  ;is 
niiirked  as  an  era  of  inipnivement  in  internal  feeling. 

Andrew  Sloan  Draper,  president  from  1894  to  1904, 
was  the  chief  administrator  of  tjie  University  in  the 
period  which  saw  it  change  from  a  technical  school 
to  a  true  University.  Great  changes  in  internal  organi- 
zation, in  business  practices  and  educational  plans  were 
adopted,  many  of  which  stand  to  this  da\'.  Numerous 
Colleges  and  Schools  were  organized:  the  School  of 
Law  in  1896  (becoming  the  College  of  Law  in  1900), 
the  School  of  .Music  in  1K97,  the  School  of  Pharmac\ 
in  1896,  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  in 
1897,  the  Librar\-  School  in  1897,  the  School  of  Den- 
tistry in  1901,  and  the  Engineering  Experiment  Station 
in  190.?.  Enrollments  grew,  buildings  were  con- 
structed, and  under  President  Draper,  the  L^niversity 
of  Illinois  was  first  recognized  as  one  ot  the  great 
universities  of  .\merica. 

President  Edmund  Janes  James,  who  served  from 
1904  to  1920  continued  the  great  work  of  President 
Draper,  in  assembling  a  distinguished  faculty;  his  ad- 
ministration was  characterized  b\-  the  emphasis  on 
great  teaching  and  high  academic  ideals.  In  191. i,  the 
College  of  Literature  and  .\rts.  and  (College  of  Sciences 
were  united  to  form  the  (College  of  Liberal  .\rts  and 
Sciences.  The  School  of  Education,  established  in  190.^ 
was  made  a  College  in  1918,  the  College  of  Commerce 
and  Business  Administration  was  established  in  1915; 
the  State  Surve>  s  on  the  campus  were  united  into  the 
State  Natural  Histor\-  Survey  in  1917. 

President  David  Kinley,  acting  president  from  1919 
to  1920  and  president  from  1920  to  1930,  carried  the 
work  of  his  two  predecessors  to  a  logical  conclusion. 
Where  President  Draper  had  perhaps  centered  his 
work  on  internal  organization  and  administration. 
President  James  had  emphasized  academic  ideal  antl 
the  building  of  a  great  faculty,  President  Kinle>-  con- 
tinued these  two  activities  and  in  addition  sealed  sound 
relationships  with  the  officials  and  people  of  the  State. 
An  extensive  building  program  w  as  carried  on,  and  the 
decade  w  as  one  of  [jrcat  confidence  in  the  L'niversit\\ 


President  Harry  Woodburn  Chase,  serving  from 
1930  to  1933,  saw  the  addition  of  three  units:  the 
College  of  Fine  and  Applied  Arts  in  1931,  the  School 
of  Physical  Education  in  1932,  and  the  Extension  Di- 
vision in  1933;  the  School  of  Journalism  was  estab- 
lished in  1927  under  President  Kinley.  During  the 
administration  of  President  Chase,  the  Uni\'ersit\- 
undertook  a  vast  program  of  self  examination  which 
resulted  in  marked  administrative  changes. 

Acting  President  Arthur  H.  Daniels  served  for  one 
year  from  1933  to  1934,  as  the  interim  chief  administra- 
tor betw  een  the  administrations  of  President  Chase  and 
Piesident  W'illard.  President  Daniels  had  served  on 
the  faculty  under  four  presidents,  and  for  man\-  years 
w  as  dean  of  the  Graduate  School. 

President  Arthur  Cutts  W'illard,  elected  in  1934  and 
the  present  president  of  the  Universit\',  an  internation- 
alh'  famous  engineer  before  his  election  as  president, 
has  continued  the  distinguished  work  of  the  Presidents 
who  have  preceded  him.  He  has  alread\  seen  the 
University  grow  to  its  greatest  enrollment  of  students 
and  facult\".  Under  his  administration,  the  three  col- 
leges of  the  Lniversitx"  in  C^liicago,  .Medicine,  Dentistry, 
and  Pharmacy  have  reached  new  standards  of  organi- 
zation and  professional  recognition.  Research  and  in- 
ternal organization  have  progressed.  Perhaps  the  out- 
standing work  of  President  Willard  to  date  has  been  a 
building  program  which  has  reached  every  phase  of 
student  life  and  which  has  included  the  new  Illini 
L'nion  Building,  touching  the  .social  life  of  the  student, 
the  Residence  Halls  for  .Men  meeting  living  need.s,  the 
addition  to  .McKinle\-  Hospital  for  better  health  facili- 
ties. Gregorv  Hall,  a  new  classroom  building,  an  ad- 
dition to  the  library,  a  new  power  plant  which  services 
the  L^niversitv  in  its  operation,  and  the  new  Natural 
Resources  building  which  deals  in  research  and  state 
services.  At  present  his  duties  are  centered  in  direct- 
ing the  activities  of  the  Universit\'  to  make  the  great- 
est possible  contribution  to  the  nation  in  its  emergency.

What  those  who 
have  gone  before  us  have  done  during  the  first  75 
years  of  the  University's  life  will  be  an  inspiration 
to  achieve  even  greater  glory  in  the  future. 

Alumni  of  the  University  have  previously  served 
in  two  major  wars.  As  this  is  being  written,  over 
8,000  are  now  in  the  armed  forces  of  our  countr\ 
and  their  number  is  steadily  increasing.  Over  350 
members  of  the  faculty  and  staflF  are  now  partici-

pating  in  military  and  other  defense  services.  When 
the  war  is  over,  they  will  have  become  a  part  of  a 
great  Illini  tradition  of  service  to  their  country. 

On  the  home  front,  the  R.O.T.C.  is  carrying  on 
its  training  of  over  4,500  men,  and  the  educational 
program  of  the  University  has  been  accelerated. 
Scientific  research  and  special  courses  of  instruc- 
tion on  war  problems  are  important  contributions 
of  staff  members. 

In  the  name  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Universit\-  of  Illinois  I  extend  greetings  to  all  Illini 
and  our  felicitations  to  the  entire  University  family 
on  this  75th  anni\ersary  of  our  Alma  .Mater.

The  Office  of  the  Dean  of  Alen  at  the  University  of  lUinois  is  another  of 
the  "firsts"  in  the  educational  Morld  for  M'hich  the  University  is  famous. 

In  the  spring  of  1*^01,  President  Andrew  Sloan  Draper  created  a  ne\\  posi- 
tion in  the  faculty  of  the  University  of  Illinois,  and  a  new  position  in  the 
field  of  education,  when  he  appointed  Professor  Thomas  Arkle  Clark  as 
Dean  of  Undergraduates.  The  duties  of  the  new  officer  were  to  deal  \\  ith 
undergraduate  students  in  the  fields  of  class  attendance,  discipline,  and  de- 
linquent scholarship. 

Dean  Clark  was  eminentl\  successful,  and  his  work  was  copied  by  almost 
every  college  and  university  in  the  country.  He  was  one  of  the  founders  of 
the  National  Association  of  Deans  and  Advisors  of  Men  in  1919.  When  he 
retired  in  1931,  he  M-as  succeeded  b\'  Fred  H.  Turner,  formerly  Assistant 
Dean  of  Men,  who  served  as  Acting  Dean  of  Men  in  1931-32,  and  was  ap- 
pointed Dean  of  Men  in  1932. 

The  work  of  the  Dean  of  Men  includes  individual  counseling,  social  ad)ust- 
ments,  personal  pr(jl)lems  outside  the  academic  field,  employment  and  place- 
ment, housing,  loans,  scholarships,  social  events,  fraternities,  extracurricular 
activities  and  organizations,  group  affairs  and  events,  and  orientation.  Other 
staff  members  at  present  include;  Edward  E.  Stafford,  Assistant  Dean  for 
Freshmen  and  Foreign  Students;  Gerald  W.  Peck,  Assistant  Dean  in  charge 
of  Student  Employment;  \'.  Janies  Hampton,  Assistant  Dean  in  charge  of 
Organization  Finances;  Stanfield  S.  Taylor,  Assistant  to  the  Dean,  on  leave 
of  absence  for  militar\"  service;  and  Durw  ard  G.  Judy.  Assistant  to  the  Dean, 
on  leave  of  absence  for  militarv  service. 


Frhd  Harold  Turner 
Dean  of  A\e>i 

The  Dean  of  Men,  Fred  Harold  Turner,  was 
born  in  Hume,  Illinois,  on  March  22,  1900. 
He  was  made  assistant  to  Thomas  Arkle 
Clark,  Dean  of  Men,  after  graduating  from 
the  University  of  Illinois  in  1922.  In  1931.  he 
received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy 
in  Education.  His  thesis  may  be  found  in  the 
library,  as  it  is  considered  one  of  the  most 
.luthoritative  accounts  ever  made  of  the  Illi- 
nois Industrial  University.  In  1932,  he  was 
awarded  the  full  title  of  Dean  of  Men  after 
serving  as  Acting  Dean  in  the  preceding  year.

Matthew  Tliompson  McClure,  Dean  of  The 
College  ot  Liheral  Arts  and  Sciences,  was  born  at 
Spottsford,  Virginia.  April  27,  1883.  A  Bachelor's 
degree  was  awarded  him  at  Washington  and  Lee 
University  in  1904,  where  he  did  his  undergrad- 
uate work,  a  Master's  degree  at  the  University  ot" 
Virginia  in  1907,  and  a  Doctor's  degree  at  Colum- 
bia in  1912. 

Before  coming  to  Illinois,  Dean  McClure  was 
an  instructor  in  Philosophy  at  Columbia  and  from 
1915  to  1921  a  professor  of  Philosophy  at  Tulane. 
He  began  his  career  at  Illinois  in  1921  as  asso- 
ciate professor  in  Philosophy.  In  1922  he  became 
Professor  of  Philosophy  and  in  1926  he  was  ap- 
pointed head  of  that  department.  The  deanship 
was  awarded  him  in  193-1  after  serving  a  year  as 
Acting  Dean  of  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  and 
Sciences.  Dean  McClure  is  a  member  of  Theta 
Delta  Chi,  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  Phi  Kappa  Phi,  Phi 
Eta,  Phi  Eta  Sigma,  Delta  Sigma  Rho,  The 
American  Phdosophical  Association,  and  other 
honorary  organizations. 


The  C^ollcge  of  Liheral  Arcs  and  Sciences  \\'as  formerly  opened  on  Julv 
I,  191.1,  with  the  Union  of  the  Colleges  of  Literature  and  Arts  and  the  Col- 
lege of  Sciences.  Lhese  two  Colleges  were  recognized  in  1873,  ^\'hen  the 
lirst  organization  of  the  Illinois  Industrial  L^niversity  on  the  basis  of  College 
iinirs  was  announced.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  Illinois  Industrial  University 
which  became  the  University  of  Illinois  in  1885  has  never  been  without  a 
(College  of  Liberal  Arts  and  Sciences,  since  it  opened  on  March  2,  1868. 
Lhe  original  curriculum  established  for  the  new  Industrial  University  was 
bas;d  almost  entireh  on  the  classical  model  of  the  usual  college  of  literature, 
arts,  and  sciences,  w  ith  the  addition  of  certain  new ,  untried,  and  hopefully 
designed  courses  in  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts. 

The  College  of  Liberal  Arts  and  Sciences,  together  ^\•ith  its  predecessors, 
the  College  of  Literature  and  Arts,  and  the  College  of  Sciences  has  been 
the  mother  of  numerous  schools  and  colleges  in  the  University  of  Illinois. 
Beginning  w  ith  courses  in  literature,  arts,  and  sciences,  growing  into  depart- 
ments, and  tinalh'  withdraw  ing  as  individual  schools  or  colleges,  this  Col- 
lege has  sponsored:  the  School  of  Law,  in  1896  (becoming  the  College  of 
Law  in  1900),  the  School  of  Alusic  in  1897,  the  School  of  Education  (be- 
coming the  College  of  Education  in  1918),  the  College  of  Commerce  and 
Business  Administration  in  1915,  the  School  of  Journalism  in  1927,  and  the 
Divisions  of  the  College  of  Fine  and  Apphed  Arts  in  19.31.

Laurence  Marcellus  Larson  was  born  near  Ber- 
gen, Norway,  but  spent  his  childhood  and 
youth  on  an  Iowa  farm.  Educated  at  Drake 
University  and  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  he 
taught  history  in  the  University  of  Illinois  from 
1907  until  1957,  and  for  the  last  seventeen  years 
he  served  as  head  of  the  history  department.  He 
died  as  president  of  the  American  Historical 
Association,  the  highest  honor  that  can  come  to 
any  scholar  in  history.  It  was  Larson's  integr  ty 
that  made  him  great.  His  refusal  to  he  content 
with  anything  except  the  exact  truth  made  him  an 
outstanding  scholar  in  the  field  of  medieval 
Scandana%ian  history.  His  clear  honesty  of  pur- 
pose and  his  courage  made  him  a  trusted  lejder 
among  his  colleagues  in  the  cause  of  greater 
democracy  in  education.  The  thoroughness  of  his 
teaching  and  the  inspiration  of  his  character  made 
each  of  his  thousands  of  students  an  abler  man 
and    a    better    citizen.

Critic,  essayist,  wit,  actor,  he  gave  to  Illinois 
a  Targe  rolerance  and  a  zest  for  humane  living, 
and  for  the  richness  and  variety  of  America  that 
after  twenty  years  still  dominates  the  department 
he  headed.

James  Wilford  Garner  served  as  head  of  the 
department  of  political  science  of  the  University 
of  Illinois  from  1904  until  his  death  in  1938. 
At  first  he  taught  all  the  courses  in  political 
science.  Beginning  in  1908,  however,  he  began 
to  add  other  scholars  to  the  department  until  he 
had  built  up  one  of  the  most  distinguished  de- 
partments in  the  country.

In  iiis  community,  Professor  Parr,  always  a 
striking  figure,  was  noted  for  his  unfailing  per- 
sonal interest  in  civic  affairs  as  a  citizen,  in  his 
students  as  a  teacher,  and  in  the  University  as  .i 
counsellor  for  the  Y.M.C.A.,  athletic  interests, 
and  any  mov'ement  for  the  progress  of  the  in- 
stitution. He  was  known  throughout  Illinois  be- 
cause the  practical  applications  of  his  industrial 
research  were  of  inestimable  value  to  his  native 
state.  He  was  recognized  through  the  country  by 
his  fellow  chemists  who  elected  him  to  the 
presidency  of  the  American  Chemical  Society  in 
honor  of  his  accomplishments.  His  name  was  a 
familiar  one  to  his  international  colleagues  through 
the  Parr  calorimeter  made  from  a  valuable  alloy 
whose  composition  was  established  on  this  campus. 
This  wise  and  friendly  man  was  one  of  that 
group  in  the  middle  period  of  her  history  who 
helped  to  brini;  the  University  of  Illinois  to  the 
position  in  wliich  she  stands  today.

Stcplien  Alfred  Forbes  served  m  the  La\ahy 
of  the  federal  army  during  most  of  the  Civil 
War,  ranging  in  rank  from  a  private  to  a  cap- 
tain. During  the  last  hfty  years  of  his  life  he 
continuously  held  several  important  and  respon- 
sible positions.  He  was  Director  of  the  State 
Laboratory  of  Natural  History;  fourth  State  En- 
tomologist of  Illinois;  Chief  of  the  Natural  His- 
tory Survey;  Professor  of  Zoology  and  En- 
tomology ;  Head  of  the  Department  of  Entomol- 
ogy ;   and  Dean   of  the  College  of  Science. 

Noted  as  a  teacher,  administrator  and  research 
worker  in  the  fields  of  entomology,  ecolo^, 
ichthyology,  ornithology,  aquatic  biology,  and 
conservation,  he  became  internationally  famous 
as:  "the  Dean  of  American  Economic  Entomol- 
ogists", "the  hrst  economic  ornithologist  in 
America",  "Founder  of  the  Science  of  Ecology", 
and  "leader  in  the  study  of  aquatic  biology". 

Although  he  never  graduated  from  college,  liis 
remarkable  work  earned  for  him  both  the  degrees 
of   Doctor    of    Philosophy    and    Doctor   of   Laws.

To  this  devotion  to 
his  held  of  work  he  added  an  intense  interest  in 
philosophy,  religion,  and  international  peace. 
Numerous  personal  honors  for  his  accomplishments 
are  a  matter  of  record.  Most  signihcantly  in  this 
community,  the  chemistry  building  at  Illinois  was 
named  for  him  before  his  death  and  will  bear 
always  the  name  of  William  Albert  Noyes.

ford.  Illinois,  Prolessor  Scovill  was  graduated 
from  the  Uni-versity  of  Illinois  in  I9O8  with 
final  honors.  After  spending  five  years  in  the 
practice  of  public  accountancy  in  Chicago,  he 
returned  to  the  University  in  1913  to  join  the 
staff  as  an  instructor  in  accountancy.  In  I'll*) 
he  became  professor  of  accountancy  and  head 
of  the  Department  of  Business  Organization 
and  Operation.  Since  March,  1942,  he  has 
served  as  Acting  Dean  of  the  College  of  Com- 
merce during  a  leave  of  absence  granted  Dean 
Thompson.  He  is  a  certified  public  accountant, 
having  received  the  gold  medal  of  the  Illinois 
Society  for  obtaining  the  highest  grade  in  the 
examination. 

In  addition  to  several  books  on  accounting 
and  numerous  articles.  Professor  Scovill  has 
contributed  materially  to  the  literature  of  his 
field  through  handbooks  and  special  treatises, 
and  since  19-5  as  editor  of  the  Wiley  Ac- 
counting Series  of  textbooks.  Professor  Scovill 
has  served  as  president  of  the  Illinois  Society 
of  Certified  Public  Accountants  and  of  the 
American  Accounting  Association, 

He  is  a  member  of  the  following  fraternities: 
Phi  Beta  Kappa,  Beta  Gamma  Sigma  {past 
national  president,  and  Beta  Alpha  Psi  (past 
national  president).  He  was  one  of  the  first 
group  of  six  seniors  to  be  elected  to  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  following  the  installation  of  a  chapter 
at  Illinois   in    1907. 


In  1902,  courses  in  Commerce  were  established  at  the  University  of  Ilhnois, 
iia\'ing  as  their  objectives,  the  training  of  citizens  and  businessmen  who  could 
understand  the  underlying  principles  of  economics  and  the  fundamental  con- 
cepts of  sound  business  organization  and  operation  to  the  end  that  the\'  might 
hel[)  in  a  better  execution  of  the  growing  complexities  of  business  and  fiscal 
phases  of  government.  B\  191.^  such  substantial  progress  had  been  made  that 
the  College  of  Commerce  and  Business  Administration  Mas  organized  with  two 
departments,  one  designated  Economics  and  the  other  Business  Organization 
and  Operation. 

As  the  Univcrsit)-  commemorates  its  sevent\ -fifth  annivcrsar\',  the  College 
of  Commerce  is  proud  to  participate  and  cooperate  by  observing  the  fortieth 
anni\ersar\'  of  its  christening  as  courses  in  commerce.  It  is  very  significant  that 
Dr.  David  Kinle\',  president  emeritus  of  the  University,  founder  of  the  courses 
in  commerce  in  1902  and  director  of  the  courses  until  1915;  and  organizer 
of  the  College  of  Commerce,  now  in  his  eighty-second  year  should  have  been 
al)lc  to  accept  a  position  on  the  program  celebrating  the  seventy-fifth  and 
fortieth  anniversaries  rcspectivcK  of  the  Universit\'  and  of  the  courses  in  com- 
merce in  Ahirch,  194.v  The  Univcrsit\'  owes  an  inexpressible  debt  of  gratitude 
to  such  substantial  pioneers  in  its  educational  advancement.

When  any  history  of  the  University  of  Illinois 
is  written  it  cannot  be  authentic  without  reveal- 
ing the  tremendous  intiuence  of  Dr.  David  Kinley 
on  the  growth  and  development  of  the  institution. 
As  professor  of  economics,  and  founder  of  the 
courses  in  commerce,  and  later  of  the  College  of 
Commerce  and  Business  Administration,  as  dean 
of  the  College  of  Literature  and  Arts,  dean  of  the 
Graduate  School,  and  president  of  the  University, 
he  helped  mold  a  future  for  the  University  which 
has  placed  him  in  the  front  rank  of  the  all-time 
great   men    of  the    University. 

As  president  emeritus  smce  1930,  he  has  been 
ready  to  give  advice  whenever  asked  to  do  so. 
It  IS  a  great  asset  to  have  on  the  campus  such  an 
able  and  experienced  administrator,  so  vitally  in- 
terested in  and  acquainted  with  all  phases  of 
University  responsibilities. 

During  his  long  and  busy  career  as  a  University 
official.  Dr.  Kinley  found  time  also  to  serve  his 
country  at  home  and  abroad  as  an  economic  ad- 
viser on  monetary  and  other  hscal  problems.

As  professor  of  economics,  Nathan  Austin 
Weston  to  the  time  of  his  death  had  served  the 
University  of  Illinois  during  the  entire  life  of  the 
College  of  Commerce ;  both  in  its  embryo  stages 
from  1902  to  191 5  when  it  was  designated  as 
"courses  in  commerce,"  and  in  its  more  formal 
and  active  period  as  a  college.  He  served  as  first 
dean  of  the  college,  1915  to  1919,  and  resigned 
the  deanship  to  devote  his  time  and  energies  to 
research  in  economics  and  to  the  teaching  of  grad- 
uate students.  The  pattern  of  the  curricula  of  the 
college  reflects  the  soundness  of  Dr.  Weston's 
ideas  on  commercial  education  at  the  collegiate 
level. 

It  was  in  his  capacity  as  a  teacher  of  graduate 
cours.es  that  he  made  his  greatest  reputation.  He 
had  a  keen  mind  for  analyzing  economic  problems 
and  fo:  presenting  solutions  thereof.  As  his 
former  students  became  identified  with  other  edu- 
cational institutions  and  with  business  and  gov- 
ernment as  consulting  economists.  Dr.  Weston's 
name  spread   from  coast  to  coast.

Melvin  Loremus  Enger,  Professor  of  Me- 
chanics and  Hydraulics,  since  1934  Dean  of 
the  College  of  Engineering  and  Director  of 
the  Engineering  Experiment  Station,  was  born 
May  5,  1881,  in  Decorah,  Iowa.  He  attended 
the  University  of  Minnesota  and  the  University 
of  Illinois  where  he  received  the  Bachelor  of 
Science  degree  in  Civil  Engineering  in  1906 
and  later  the  C.E.  and  M.S.  degrees.  He  tame 
to  the  University  in  September,  1907,  as  in- 
structor in  Theoretical  and  Applied  Mechanics, 
and  has  served  on  the  faculty  since  that  time.

Dr.  Nathan  Clifford  Ricker  is  one  of  the  great 
figures  in  University  history.  A  member  of  Illinois' 
first  graduating  class,  he  was  the  first  in  America 
to   be  granted   a   degree  m   Architecture. 

After  study  and  travel  in  Europe,  he  became 
the  University's  first  professor  of  Architecture,  a 
position  which  he  held  for  fifty-two  years.  In  the 
early  days.  Professor  Ricker  had  many  duties. 
He  was  the  architect  of  several  campus  structures  . 
he  was  for  twenty-seven  years  Dean  of  the  College 
of  Engineering ;  and  for  thirty-eight  years  head 
of  the  Department  of  Architecture.  He  established 
the  Engineering  Experiment  Station  and  laid 
broad  foundations  upon  which  our  distinguished 
College  of   Engineering   was  erected. 

An  accomplished  scholar,  a  sympathetic  teacher. 
an  able  administrator  and  the  translator  from  the 
German  and  French  of  over  fifty  volumes  on 
Architecture,  his  name  is  today  perpetuated  in 
Ricker  Library  of  Architecture  of  which  he  was 
also    the    founder.

Ira  Osborn  Baker  graduated  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois  (then  Illinois  Industrial  Uni- 
versity) in  18~4,  and  immediately  began  his 
teaching  career  as  assistant  in  physics  and  civil 
engineering.  In  1S78  he  became  the  second  head 
of  the  Department  of  Civil  Engineering,  a  position 
he   filled   with   distinction    for  nearly   forty  years. 

An  enthusiastic  instructor,  he  has  been  charac- 
terized as  "one  of  the  great  teachers  of  civil  engi- 
neering in  the  history,  of  American  education", 
and  is  known  as  the  founder  of  the  "Society 
for   Ihe   Promotion  of   Engineering   Education". 

In  addition  to  being  a  gieat  teacher.  Professor 
Baker  was  a  clear  and  forceful  writer  and  received 
international  recognition  for  his  ^-orks  in  the  held 
of    civil    engineering. 

In  1924  he  established  the  Ira  Osborn  Baker 
Prize  in  Civil  Engineering  to  give  recognition  each 
year  to  the  two  seniors  whose  achievements  most 
nearly  met  the  ideals  set  up  by  Dr.   Baker.

Professor  Arthur  Newell  Talbot,  a  graduate  of 
the  University  of  Illinois  in  1881,  had  a  very  large 
influence  in  determining  the  high  quality  ot  work 
of  the  College  of  Engineering  in  its  early  years 
and  in  directing  the  subsequent  development  ot 
that    college. 

In  his  teaching  and  research  work  in  the  fields 
of  Sanitary  Engineering  and  Theoretical  and 
Applied  Mechanics  for  more  than  sixty  years, 
from  1885  to  1942.  he  insisted  on  intellectual 
alertness  and  high  standards  of  achievements  for 
both  students  and  faculty.  These  did  much  to 
give  tiie  college  a  high  standing  in  the  engineer- 
ing, educational,  and  professional  fields.  He  also 
had  a  friendly  interest  in  students  as  individuals 
and  in  their  subsequent  professional  progress,  an 
interest  which  helped  to  develop  many  loyal 
alumni.  His  many  research  contributions  which 
led  to  improvements  in  engineering  practice  made 
him  an  outstanding  figure  in  the  engineering 
profession.  Engineering  students  will  benefit  for 
many  years  to  come  from  his  unusually  fruitful 
life.

Henry  Perly  Rusk,  Dean  of  the  College  of 
Agriculture,  was  born  on  a  farm  near  Ran- 
toul.  Illinois.  July  10,  1884.  He  was  grad- 
uated from  Valparaiso  University,  Valparaiso, 
Indiana,  in  1904.  He  then  studied  at  the 
University  of  Missouri,  receiving  his  Bachelor 
of  Science  degree  in  1908  and  his  Master  of 
Science  award  in  1911. 

After  two  years'  service  in  Missouri  and 
Indiana,  he  came  to  the  University  of  Illinois 
in  1910  as  associate  in  beef  cattle  husbandry. 
After  a  number  of  advancements,  he  was  made 
head  of  the  department  on  September  I,  1922. 
Seventeen  years  later  he  became  fourth  Dean 
of  the  College  of  Agriculture,  Director  of  the 
Extension  Service  in  Agriculture  and  Home 
Economics,  and  Director  of  the  Agricultural 
Experiment  Station.  He  is  widely  known  as  a 
stockman  and  is  a  member  of  the  American 
Society  of  Animal  Production,  Sigma  Xi, 
Alpha  Zcta.  Gamma  Sigma  Delta,  Alpha 
Gamma  Rho.  Farmhouse,  and  Rotary  Inter- 
national. 


War  industries  and  the  armed  forces  have  taken  from  IlHnois  farms  many 
>oung  men  and  women,  M'ho,  in  normal  times,  would  be  enrolled  as  students 
in  the  College  of  Agriculture.  AIan\'  others  are  being  kept  at  home  because 
of  the  critical  farm  labor  situation.  Further  decline  in  the  number  of  stu- 
dents is  anticipated.  Those  who  are  fortunate  enough  to  continue  their  train- 
ing will  ha\'e  a  Mondcrful  opportunity  for  service,  for  men  trained  in 
agriculture  and  \\"(nuen  trained  in  home  economics  are  needed  now  as  never 
before;  and  conditions  in  the  post-\\  ar  period  ma\'  be  just  as  critical. 

The  demands  of  our  armed  forces,  our  Allies,  and  the  people  on  the  home 
front  place  a  great  responsibility  upon  American  agriculture.  Secretary 
VVickard  has  said  that  food  will  win  the  A\'ar  and  write  the  peace.  The 
imperative  need  for  increased  production  of  foods,  fats,  and  oil  can  be  met 
only  by  the  more  general  adoption  of  improved  practices  based  on  the 
results  of  research  conducted  by  our  experiment  stations.  Members  of  the 
College,  Station  and  Extension  staffs  are  devoting  a  large  share  of  their 
time  to  the  dissemination  of  information  vital  to  the  war  effort.  Students 
in  Agriculture,  and  Home  Economics  Mill  be  inspired  and  stimulated  by 
contact  with  this  program,  as  well  as  encouraged  by  a  faculty  interested,  as 
always,  in  the  students'  personal  Avelfare.

There  v^is  no  precedent  for  Isabel  Bevier  to  fol- 
low when  she  came  to  the  University  in  1900  to 
establish  a  department  of  household  science.  For 
twenty-one  years  she  served  as  its  head.  Her  ideal 
is  expressed  in  a  statement  she  made  during  the 
tragic  days  of  the  first  World  War:  "Home  eco- 
nomics, in  either  peace  or  war,  has  a  chance  to 
teach  something  of  the  beauty  of  life  and  the  unity 
of  life,  to  teach  that  there  is  an  art  in  a  well- 
ordered  home  and  a  well-ordered  life;  and  that 
perhaps  is  the  greatest  thing  that  home  economics 
has  to  do." 

Her  distinguished  leadership  in  the  profession 
was  due  to  her  high  standard  of  scholarship,  the 
accuracy  of  her  judgment,  her  never-failing  sense 
of  humor,  the  warmth  of  her  understanding  sym- 
pathy, the  beauty  of  her  gracious  womanliness. 
and  the  greatness  of  her  generosity  and  human 
kindliness.

A  statesman  in  the  held  of  education,  Eugene 
Da%enport  was  one  of  the  great  figures  in  the 
development  of  agricultural  instruction  and  re- 
search in  this  country.  When  Dean  Davenport 
came  to  the  University  in  1895,  the  only  resources 
of  the  College  of  Agriculture  were  "a  model  of 
tile  and  stone  drains,  a  classroom  in  the  basement 
and  one  in  the  attic,  no  students/'  He  relinquished 
his  responsibilities  twenty-seven  years  later  after 
having  seen  the  institution  rise  to  front  rank  and 
establish  an  enviable  reputation  that  was  world- 
wide. 

Through  his  vision,  his  organizing  ability,  his 
facility  in  correlating  fields  of  knowledge,  and  his 
power  to  quicken  the  minds  and  aspirations  both 
of  his  contemporaries  and  of  the  younger  men  who 
came  under  his  leadership.  Dean  Davenport  left 
an  indelible  imprint  not  only  on  the  affairs  of  the 
University  of  Illinois  but  on  those  of  the  State 
iind  Nation  as  well.

Professor  of  agriculture  from  1876  to  1894, 
George  Espy  Morrow  brought  international  fame 
to  the  University  of  Illinois  through  establish- 
ment of  the  Morrow  plots  on  the  South  Campus. 
They  are  the  oldest  of  their  kind  ifl  America  and 
recognized  world  wide  as  a  monument  to  the 
tragedy  of   unheeded   soil    impoverishment. 

Morrow  was  a  talented  speaker  and  a  popular 
member  of  the  programs  at  farmers'  institutes.  A 
versatile  writer,  he  was  widely  known  through  his 
contributions  to  magazines. 

All  through  the  discouraging  period  of  years 
during  which  he  was  head  of  the  agricultural 
department  and  dean  of  the  college,  he  managed 
to  keep  and  even  build  up  the  good-will  of 
farmers  in  the  state,  although  enrollment  in  the 
college  dropped  to  twenty-one  in  ten  years  and 
was  down  to  eleven  shortly  before  he  resigned. 

After  he  left  Illinois,  he  served  as  president  of 
Oklahoma  A.  &  M.  for  four  years  until  his  death 
in    1900.

Thomas  Eliot  Benner,  Dean  of  the  College 
of  Education,  was  bocn  in  Danvers,  Massa- 
ciiusetts,  February  11.  1894.  He  was  grad- 
uated from  Harvard  in  1914  (A.B.)  ;  received 
graduate  degrees  from  the  same  university  in 
1916  (A.M.I,  1923  (Ed.M.),  1924  (Ed.D.). 
His  professional  experience  has  included 
teaching  in  Maryland  and  Maine,  public  school 
administration  in  Massachusetts,  service  as 
statistician  and  editor  with  the  Alabama  State 
Department  of  Education,  the  acting  deanship 
of  the  College  of  Education  of  the  Alabama 
Polytechnic  Institute,  the  chancellorship  of  the 
University  of  Puerto  Rico,  and  the  visiting 
professorship  at  Columbia  University.  Since 
1931  he  has  been  Dean  of  the  College  of  Edu- 
cation at  the  University  of  Illinois.  He  served 
as  a  member  of  a  commission  to  investigate 
\ocational  education  in  Illinois,  as  Chairman 
of  the  Ad'V'isory  Committee  to  the  Educational 
Commission  of  the  Illinois  State  Legislature 
in  193'',  and  as  a  member  of  the  commission 
named  by  President  Roosevelt  to  report  on 
Puerto  Rico  as  a  center  of  inter-American  edu- 
cation in  193'^'.  He  is  a  member  ot  Phi  Delta 
Kappa  and  Kappa  Delta  Pi,  and  holds  office 
in  several   national  professional  organizations. 


The  College  of  Education  had  its  origin  in  1893  under  the  influence  and 
teaching  of  Charles  de  Garnio,  Professor  of  Psychology.  In  1900,  a  De- 
partment of  Education  A\'as  set  up,  which  became  in  1907  the  School  of 
lulucation  and  in  191 S  received  its  present  title,  the  College  of  Education. 

The  number  of  students  at  the  University  of  Illinois  who  annualh"  com- 
plete their  preparation  to  teach  in  elementarv  or  high  schools  is  more  than 
one-fourth  of  the  number  Mho  receive  June  bachelor's  degrees  from  the 
University.  In  1941-42,  the  number  A\ho  thus  prepared  was  27.3  per  cent 
of  tiie  total  number  receiving  bachelor's  degrees  in  June  of  1941. 

On  the  undergraduate  level  the  College  of  Education  offers  the  pro- 
fessional preparation  of  these  prospective  elementarv  and  high  school  teach- 
ers. On  the  graduate  level  it  offers  ad\anced  professif)nal  preparation  for 
teachers,  supervisors,  principals  and  superintendents  of  schools  and  prepares 
facultv  members  to  teach  and  to  carr\'  on  research  in  Education  in  coUeoes

Dc-an  ot  the  College  ot  Fin< 
and  Applied  Arts,  received  his  training  at  the  Uni 
versities  of  Kansas,  Illinois,  and  Southern  Call 
fornia.  His  academic  studies  have  been  supple 
mented  by  wide  travel  in  Europe  and  the  Orient. 

Before  coming  to  the  Illinois  faculty  in  1918, 
Dean  Ncwcomb  was  for  five  years  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Fine  and  Applied  Arts  at  Long 
Beach  Polytechnic  (California)  and  for  four  years 
Director  of  Adult  Education  and  Principal  of  The 
Long  Beach  Evening  High  SchooL  He  served  also 
on  the  faculties  of  the  University  of  Southern  Cali- 
fornia, and  the  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  Col- 
lege of  Texas,  at  the  latter  institution  as  Professor 
of  Architecture  and  College  Architect. 

Dean  Newcomb  was  for  ten  years  editor  of  the 
Western  Arch'ilect,  Chicago,  has  served  as  tech- 
nical consultant  in  various  connections,  has  lectured 
widely  on  the  Fine  Arts,  and  is  the  author  of 
fourteen  volumes  and  several  hundred  magazine 
articles  in  his  field.  He  is  a  member  of  Phi  Kappa 
Phi,  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  Sigma  Xi.  and  various  other 
honorary  and  professional  orqanizations. 


The  College  oi  I'^iiic  and  Applied  Arts  is  the  youngest  college  on  the 
cnnipus.  This  does  not  mean,  however,  that  instruction  in  the  Arts  is  a 
new  departure  at  Illinois.  In  fact,  quite  the  contrary  is  true.  In  the  orig- 
inal plans  for  an  instructional  program  for  Illinois  Industrial  University, 
Regent  Gregory  inchidcd  "A  course  in  Architecture  and  Fine  Arts"  and 
one  in  "Horticulture  and  Landscape  Gardening."  The  first  Annual  Report 
ot  the  Hoard  of  Trustees  also  announced  "instruction  in  V^ocal  Music." 
I'rom  these  modest  beginnings,  in  time  grew  up  strong  departments  of 
instruction  in  art,  architecture,  landscape  architecture  and  music. 

For  nearh'  thirt\  \  ears  it  w  as  hoped  that  these  aesthetic  interests  might 
he  grouped  into  one  administrati\'e  unit.  Due  to  the  lack  of  physical 
facilities,  however,  this  was  not  possible  until  September,  1931,  when  the 
college  was  constituted.  With  a  faculty  of  nearly  eighty  men  and  women 
and  An  enrollment  that  at  times  exceeds  SOO  professional  students,  together 
w  ith  some  1400  from  other  colleges  of  the  Lniversit\',  instruction  leading 
to  appropriate  degrees  is  offered  in  ele\en  options  and  curricula.  This 
college  looks  forward  to  the  next  sc\'ent\ -five  \ears  of  service  to  the 
people  of  Illinois.

Minnesota,  Alter  grad- 
uating from  the  School  ol  Journalism  at  the 
L'n!\ersity  of  Wisconsin  in  1923.  he  worked 
for  se\-eral  newspapers  including  the  Hibbing 
I  Minn.  1  Dciily  Neii-i.  The  Duluth  H.t.iU.  and 
the  Chicago  Heratil-Examitier .  He  iuined  the 
faculty  of  the  University  of  Illinois  in  1927. 
and  was  granted  a  degree  of  Doctor  of  Law 
in  1929.

Prc\  ious  to  1927,  the  year  of  the  establishment  of  the  School  of  Journal- 
ism, instruction  in  journalism  \\as  given  under  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts 
and  Sciences,  first  in  190.i  in  the  department  of  Rhetoric  and  Oratory,  then 
in  1907  in  a  division  under  Rhetoric,  and  in  1917  under  a  separate  division  in 
the  department  of  English. 

The  first  course  in  journalism  was  organized  li\-  the  late  Dean  Thomas 
Arkle  Clark.  Dr.  Harr\'  Paul,  one  of  the  first  teachers,  was  follo\\C(.l  by 
Thatcher  How  land  Guild,  who  wrote  the  words  to  "Illinois  Lo\alt\  ."" 

Dr.  Frank  \V.  Scott,  who  during  his  undergraduate  da)  s  Mas  editor  of  all 
the  campus  publications,  including  both  the  lUio  and  the  lUini,  took  over 
the  courses  in  journalism  in  190.^. 

Dr.  HarrN  Franklin  Marrington  began  teaching  journalism  at  the  L'ni- 
versit\-  in  1915  and  later  became  head  of  the  division.  Other  early  teachers 
of  journalism  at  Illinois  include  Elmo  Scott  Watson,  Dix  Harwood,  F.  A. 
Russell  and  II.  .M.  Hodgson. 

The  School  of  Journalism  is  proud  of  the  distinguished  men  who  have 
served  on  its  facultx  .  It  is  also  proud  of  its  S41  alumni,  more  than  I'^O  of

THE  COLLEQE  OP 
LAW 


The  L'ni\'ersit>'  of  Illinois  iiad  been  in  existence  for  thirty  years  when, 
in  1S97,  the  College  of  La\\-  was  established.  It  was  the  belief  of  Dr. 
/Vndrew  S.  Draper,  the  President  of  the  Universit\'  at  that  time,  that  the 
University  would  never  reach  the  proportions  of  a  true  university  until 
it  included  within  its  sphere  a  distinguished  law  school,  and  in  this  project 
he  received  the  active  and  intelligent  support  of  Honorable  John  P.  Alt- 
geld,  then  Go\'ernor  of  the  State.  Toda\  a  portrait  of  President  Draper 
hangs  in  one  of  the  reading  rooms  of  the  Law  Library,  where  it  serves 
to  remind  new  generations  of  students  of  the  great  breadth  and  range  of 
his  vision.  The  building  that  houses  the  College  is  named  Altgeld  Hall  in 
honor  of  Governor  Altgeld  and  in  memory  of  his  interest  in  the  College 
and  his  services  to  the  University. 

In  the  forty-five  years  since  its  founding,  this  College  has  kept  pace 
\\ith  or  has  been  a  leader  in  movements  for  the  advancement  of  standards 
of  legal  education. 

The  fundamental  purpose  of  the  College  of  Law  is  to  train  students 
for  the  practice  of  law.  But  that  training  involves  more  than  the  learning 
of  legal  rules  and  formulae.  The  College  seeks  to  develop  an  appreciation 
of  the  highest  ideals  of  the  profession,  a  facilit>'  in  legal  scholarship,  and  a 
consciousness  of  the  responsibility  of  the  lawyer  to  societ>"  for  further- 
ing the  wise  development  of  law    and  its  administration.

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THE  LIBEAEY  AND 
LIBHAEY  SCHOOL 


The  Universit\'  I.ihrarv  is  one  of  the  foremost  hhrnries  in  America.  Ir 
contains  over  1,240,000  vohimes,  ;ind  375,000  panif)hlets  and  other  printed 
documents.  This  total  collection,  invaluable  as  an  embodiment  of  the  cul- 
tural heritage  of  modern  man,  spreads  over  roughly  fifty  miles  of  shelving. 
Expansion  at  an  annual  rate  of  about  40,000  volumes  requires  additional 
shelving  of  approximately  one  mile  a  \'ear.  To  organize  and  make  available 
these  materials  requires  a  full-time  staff  of  11 1,  not  including  part-time  em- 
ployees and  students. 

The  present  main  building,  centralK  located  on  the  campus,  consists  of 
reading  rooms  and  fifteen  departmental  libraries;  there  are  fifteen  other  such 
libraries  on  the  Urbana  campus. 

The  University  of  Illinois  Library  School,  established  in  1893,  is  the 
oldest  Library  School  west  of  the  Alleghenies.  It  ranks  as  one  of  the  out- 
standing library  schools  in  the  land.  The  program  of  the  Library-  School  is 
designed  to  prepare  administrators  and  assistants  for  service  in  libraries  of 
various  types — public,  school,  college  and  university  libraries,  and  such 
special  types  as  hospital,  newspaper,  business,  art  and  music  libraries.  Ad- 
mission requirements  include  the  presentation  of  a  Itachelor's  degree.  The 
curriculum  leads  to  the  degree  of  a  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Library  Science 
after  one  year  of  study,  and  to  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Science  after  two 
rears  of  studv.

Robert  Daniel  Carmichael,  Dean  of  tlie  Grad- 
uate School,  was  born  in  Goodwatcr.  Alabama, 
March  1,  1879.  He  was  awarded  liis  Bacliclor's 
degree  at  LineviUe  College  in  1898,  and  his 
Doctor  ot  Philosophy  degree  at  Princeton  Uni- 
versity in  1911.  After  coming  to  the  University 
of  Illinois  in  191^  as  Assistant  Professor  of  Mathe- 
matics, he  became  Associate  Professor  in  1920. 
From  1929  to  193-1  he  was  head  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Mathematics.  In  19.Vt  he  was  appointed 
acting  Dean  of  the  Graduate  School,  and  a  year 
later  he  became  Dean.  He  has  published  several 
hundred  articles  on  mathematical,  philosophical, 
and  scientific  subjects,  and  is  the  author  of  sev- 
eral volumes  on  these  subjects.  Some  of  his  works 
have  been  re-published  in  French  translations.

Funds 
are  available  from  several  special  sources  for  the 
support  of  additional  fellowships,  the  purpose  of 
which  is  to  promote  higher  education  and  to  con- 
tribute to  the  extension  and  diffusion  of  knowledge. 
Sexeral  important  indi\  idual  research  programs  arc 
encouraged  and  helped  forward  b>'  the  aid  of  re- 
sources which  have  been  made  available  through 
the  Graduate  School  and  the  Research  Board.  Some 
of  these  are  of  very  great  value  in  the  social  process.

The  Division  of  Uiii\'crsit\-  lAtcnsion  li;is  had  its  \\(ni<  artccrud  i)\  the 
impact  of  the  war,  more,  possibl\',  than  any  other  part  of  the  Universitw 
Its  correspondence  courses  go  to  many  parts  of  the  world,  to  follow 
students  now  in  the  widely  dispersed  armed  forces.  Its  regular  extra- 
mural courses  have  felt  the  effects  of  tra\cl  restrictions,  \\  hich  interfered 
with  the  growth  of  this  phase  of  extension  work.  War  training  courses 
for  industrv,  however,  have  been  conducted  on  the  campus  and  in  thirt\  - 
six  manufacturing  centers  under  the  I-'ederal  Engineering  Science  and 
Management  War  Training  program.

Here  ye  see  the  College  of  Pharniac\-  pre-dating  the  Civil  War  and  surviving  the  1871  fire. 
We  also  see  three  separate  schools  and  Hospitals  finally  rounding  up  together  as  an  integrated 
part  of  the  University  of  Illinois.  The  dates  given  in  the  chart  show  the  first  affiliation  and  the 
final  integration  of  the  medical  and  dental  colleges  which  did  not  occur  until  191 1  and  1941. 

The  present  campus  yas  once  the  baseball  park  of  the  Chicago  Cubs,  and  Dean  Davis  has  ob- 
served that  his  desk  approximates  the  place  fornierh"  occupied  by  home  plate.  In  addition  to 
the  "DAIP"  Building  (Dentistry,  Medicine,  and  Pharmac\'),  which  extends  from  Wood  to 
Wolcott  Streets  and  upwards  to  some  14  stfiries  in  height,  the  University  operates  the  Research 
and  Education  Hospital  and  Dispensary  for  medical  teaching  where  students  may  see  as  many  as 
1.^0,000  patients  annually — and  the  Dental  Dispensary  caring  for  some  6,000  each  year.  In 
addition,  since  1941,  the  University  uses  the  facilities  of  Presbyterian  Hospital  for  teaching  pur- 
poses. For  many  years  also  it  has  had  the  privilege  of  teaching  in  Cook  County  Hospital,  an 
institution  of  3,300  beds. 

The  Illinois  Surgical  Institute  for  Children,  the  Illinois  Neuropsychiatric  Institute  and  the  Insti- 
tute for  Juvenile  Research,  all  operated  jointly  b\'  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare  and 
the  Universit\-  provide  extensive  additional  specialized  facilities  for  stud>-.  These  three  institutes 
are  located  in  the  same  block  and  connect  directly  with  the  University's  buildings. 

Altogether  the  Chicago  campus  program  constitutes  one  of  the  largest  and  best  medical  center 
activities  in  the  country  which  in  several  particulars  is  unique.

COLLEGE  OP 
DENTISTRY 

The  College  of  Dentistry  \\  as  founded  in  1892  as  a  proprietary  institution 
under  the  name  of  the  Columbian  Dental  College.  In  1901  it  obtained  a 
nominal  affiliation  w  ith  the  University  of  Illinois  and  in  1913  it  was  estab- 
lished as  an  organic  part  of  the  Uni\-ersit\'. 

In  19iK  the  College  of  Dentistry  «as  moved  to  the  east  wing  of  the 
Medical  Center  of  the  University  of  Illinois  in  Chicago,  which  provided 
unsurpassed  facilities  and  enhanced  the  opportunity  for  integrating  the 
reaching  and  research  programs  of  dcntistr\',  medicine  and  pharmacy. 

Since  its  inception  the  College  of  Dentistry  of  the  University  of  Illinois 
has  been  in  the  vanguard  of  those  colleges  which  have  maintained  the  highest 
educational  standards.  The  course  of  instruction  leading  to  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Dental  Surger\-  is  four  years  in  length,  with  two  years  of  credit 
from  a  college  of  liberal  arts  and  sciences  as  an  admission  requirement. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  College  of  Dentistry  not  only  to  train  competent  prac- 
titioners for  the  coniniunits'.  but  to  promote  scholarly  investigation  and 
research  with  a  view  tow  aid  refining  and  improving  methods  of  treatment 
and  control.

search belorc  coming  to  Illinois.  He  was  born 
in  Racine,  Wisconsin,  on  August  10.  1875.  and 
studied  first  at  the  Racine  Academy.  From  the 
University  of  Wisconsin  he  received  liis  Bachelor 
of  Science  degree  in  IS^JS  and  his  M.D.  degree 
from  Rush  Medical  College  in  lOO-t.  In  Europe 
he  continued  his  studies  at  Vienna  and  Freiberg, 
and  then  returned  to  the  United  States  to  carry  out 
his  research  work  in  Chicago  at  the  McCormick 
Institute  for  Infectious  Diseases.  Before  coming 
to  Illinois  he  served  as  pathologist  at  St,  Luke's 
Hospital  in  Cihicago.  In  1913  he  came  to  the 
College  of  Medicine  as  Professor  of  Pathology 
and  Bacteriology.  He  has  written  several  treatises 
on  Bacteriology  and  is  the  author  of  numerous 
other  medical  papers.  He  began  serving  as  Acting 
Dean  in  April,  192'S.  and  succeeded  to  the  Dean- 
ship  in  September,    192^. 


COLLEQE  OF 
MEDICINE 

On  Octolier  14,  ISSl,  the  CJoilegc  of  Ph\  sicians  nnd  Surgeons  (if  Chiciigo 
opened.  In  1897  it  became  iiffiliiitcd  with  the  University  of  Illinois  and 
in  1900  the  name  was  officiall\'  changed  to  the  "College  of  Medicine  of 
the  University  of  Illinois." 

The  purpose  of  the  College  is  to  qualify  students  to  undertake  the 
practice  of  medicine.  The  membership  of  each  class  is  strictK'  limited 
because  of  the  limitations  of  space. 

The  program  of  the  undergraduate  student  during  the  full  course  in 
medicine  is  arranged  so  that  the  work  of  the  freshman  and  sophomore 
\cars  is  confined  mainly  to  the  fundamental  sciences.  In  the  junior  and 
senior  \ears,  emphasis  is  placed  upon  practical  instruction  in  the  dis- 
pcnsar\'  and  hospital  clinics.  Upon  graduation  from  the  College  of 
.Medicine,  each  student  spends  a  \"ear  of  interneship  in  a  hospital  approved 
hv  the  University'. 

|]ccause  of  the  w  ar,  the  College  is  gi\ing  a  continuous  program  of  med- 
ical education,  operating  on  a  four-quarter  schedule,  so  that  the  standard 
four-\ear  medical  curriculum  ma\  be  completed  in  three  years.  In 
addition  to  adopting  the  accelerated  program  the  College  is  cooperating 
with  the  War  Department  in  every  possible  way. 

Last  >"ear  the  Rush  Medical  College  and  Presbyterian  Hospital  became 
affiliated  with  the  University.  The  affiliation  has  enlarged  notably  the 
clinical  facilities  of  the  College  of  Medicine. 

The  College  of  .Medicine,  located  in  the  very  heart  of  the  medical 
center  of  Chicago,  is  one  of  the  largest  medical  schools  in  the  country 
and  ranks  high  in  the  professional  world.

From  191.1-19-10  he  served  on 
Che  faculty  of  South  Dakota  State  College  of 
Pharmacy  and  was  dean  from  1923-19-10.  In 
1940  he  came  to  the  Chicago  campus  of  the 
University  of  Illinois,  as  Dean  of  the  College 
of  Pharmacy. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  American  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  and  the  United  States 
Pharmacopeia  Revision  Committee.  He  was 
formerly  a  member  of  the  Advisory  Council  of 
the  South  Dakota  Public  Health  Association. 
and  President  of  the  American  Association  of 
Certified  Pharmacists.  1938-1939,  and  is  a 
member  of  Gamma  Alpha  and  Rho  Chi  fra- 
ternities, and  Blue  Key.

COLLEGE  OF 
PHAEMACY 


Ftirniiil  instructicin  for  students  desiring  to  enter  the  field  of  Pharmacy, 
was  first  instituted  by  the  Chicago  College  of  Pharmacy  in  1859. 

The  University  of  Illinois  College  of  Pharmacy  now  offers  many  special 
advantages  that  were  unknown  to  that  early  program.  Replacing  the  former 
single  curriculum  required  of  all  students,  those  ^\•ith  specific  qualifications 
and  inclinations  are  privileged  no\\'  to  elect  special  courses  in  pharmacy  at 
the  end  of  their  sophomore  year  of  college. 

Adequate  equipment  and  laboratory  space  which  will  accommodate  a 
beginning  class  of  100  students  has  been  secured.  The  teaching  staff  is  a 
well-trained,  aggressive  group  of  individuals  who  have  specialized  in  the 
various  fields  of  pharmaceutical  endeavor. 

Graduate  work  is  being  developed  on  a  formal  basis,  in  order  to  meet  the 
ever-increasing  demands  for  well-trained  men  in  the  related  fields,  such  as 
biochemistry,  analytical  chemistry,  the  manufacturing  of  scientific  drugs, 
cultivation  and  development  of  crude  drugs,  and,  to  a  lesser  degree,  the 
technics  of  manufacturing  pharniac>'. 

The  affiliation  of  the  College  of  Pharmacy  with  that  of  Medicine  and 
Dentistry  affords  a  more  comprehensive  approach  to  the  solution  of  public 
health  problems  common  to  all  three  professions.

Convinced  that  competitive  athletics  iiave  a  big  part  in  strengthening 
the  young  manhood  of  the  nation  for  serx'ice  in  the  armed  forces,  an 
opinion  indorsed  i)y  Army  and  Nav\-  leaders,  those  in  charge  of  Illinois 
athletics  sa\\  their  task  as  one  of  carrying  on  as  extensive  a  program  as 
possible  under  present  conditions. 

While  approximateK  three  hundred  and  fift\  alumni  varsity  lettermen 
served  their  countr\"  on  land,  on  sea,  and  in  tlic  air,  their  successors,  the 
athletes  of  1942-41,  did  their  pan  on  gridirons,  fields  and  floors,  fitting 
themselves  for  the  time  \\  hen  the\-  too  would  be  called. 

The  show  ing  of  the  football  team  under  our  new  coach,  Ra\'  Eliot, 
electrified  the  lUini  world.  From  far-oft'  battle  fields,  alumni  sent  ^\•ord 
of  their  delight  in  its  record. 

Second  semester  found  man\"  members  of  the  coaching  staff  serving 
in  the  armed  forces,  but  the  remaining  coaches  shouldered  additi(/nal 
burdens.  It  was  impossible  to  continue  g\ninastics  and  fencing  as  varsity 
sports,  but  the  start  of  the  second  semester  found  all  the  other  sports  in 
progress. 

In  ever\  thing,  the  purpose  of  the  athletic  department  has  been  to  do 
its  part  toward  the  fulfillment  of  the  Unixersity  pledge:  to  render  every 
possible  assistance  in  the  winning  of  the  way.

Scott  Williams,  a  student  in  1890,  is  said  to  be  the  originator  of  football 
at  Illinois.  He  formed  the  first  team  that  \ear  Mith  only  one  piece  of 
equipment,  a  rule  book.  Members  of  the  team  bought  their  o\\  n  equip- 
ment and  paid  for  their  transportation  and  lodging.  The  University  did 
not  recognize  football  at  that  time.  The  boys  themselves  scheduled  im- 
promptu games  until  1891-92,  m  hen  a  regular  thirteen  game  schedule  A\as 
played.  In  189.5,  the  immortal  Illini  sports  great,  "G."  Huff,  became 
coach.  In  191. i,  "G."  appointed  Robert  C.  Zuppke  coach,  directlx'  from 
high  school  coaching  ranks,  an  unheard  of  step  at  the  time.  Zup  brought 
Illinois  to  the  nati(jnal  limelight  with  the  development  of  a  number  of 
championship  teams,  perhaps  the  most  famous  of  ^\  hich  were  the  teams 
of  the  Red  Grange  era.  Upon  Zup's  retirement  in  1941,  Ray  Eliot  be- 
came coach  of  the  Fighting  Illini,  who  in  1942  li\ed  up  to  every  letter 
of  their  fighting  name.

Out  of  the 
sixteen  tumbles  in  the  game,  the  Orange  and  Blue  committed  ten  of  them, 
losing  the  ball  six  times. 

After  the  seventh  touchdown,  Eliot  sent  the  regulars  to  the  showers 
and  the  second,  third,  and  fourth  stringers  carried  on  through  a  scoreless 
fourth  quarter. 

(Captain  jimnn  Smith  and  IDnx  I5utkovich  accounted  for  two  scores 
apiece.  Dick  Good  raced  for  one  and  passed  another  to  Correll,  and  Ray 
Florek  scooted  to  the  se\enth  and  last  after  grabbing  a  lateral  from  Griffin 
w  ithin  the  ten  yard  line. 

South  I^akota  \\as  jolted  severely  on  the  eighth  pla>'  of  the  game  when 
their  star  triple-threat  man,  Russ  Fecheter,  w  as  knocked  unconscious.  W'ith- 
out  him  the  Co\  (ites  were  helpless,  but  could  not  have  done  much  e\en 
w  ith  him  to  stop  the  Illini  from  running  at  w  ill  around  the  ends  and  through 
the  liuht  South  Dakota  line.

The  fighting  Ilhiii,  fresh  from  their  45-0  win  dvei'  Soutii  Daknni,  showed 
no  mercy  for  Butler  L'ni\'ersit\  when  the\-  rolled  up  the  most  points  ever 
scored  in  .Memorial  Stadium,  defeating  Butler,  67-0. 

Griffin  and  Dufelmeier  scored  five  of  the  ten  Illinois  touchdowns,  and 
Astroth,  Butko\ich,  Good,  AIcCarthN',  and  Ahic  ^^'enskunas  accounted  for 
the  others. 

Jimmy  Smitli  teamed  with  Griffin  to  set  up  both  first-quarter  touch- 
downs, and  on  the  first  carried  the  hall  fr<ini  the  31  to  the  6  where  he 
lateraled  to  Griffin  and  gave  Don  the  last  block  he  needed. 

From  the  opening  kickofF,  the  lllini  marched  74  \ards  on  ten  plays  to 
score,  and  from  here  on  the  lllini  had  the  situation  well  under  control. 
The  passing  of  Dick  Good  was  exceptional!)'  impressive,  as  was  the  run- 
ning ability  of  Astroth,  fourth  stringer,  wIkj  snaked-danced  23  yards  to  a 
touchdown  in  the  third  quarter.

The  mini  could  never  ii;ivc  picked  a  more  opportune  time  to  ^hip  tiie 
national  champions,  20-13,  than  on  Homecoming  before  24,000  wild,  h\s- 
tcrical  fans.  This  victors'  once  again,  after  many  _\'ears,  elevated  the  Orange 
and  I51ue  from  the  depths  of  the  national  football  cellar.  This  was  the  first 
conference  win  for  Illinois  since  1939  when  thc\-  beat  Chicago. 

The  star  of  the  afternoon  was  Alex  Agase  who  stole  the  ball  from  the 
famous  I?ill  Daley  and  I'aced  to  a  touchdown  from  the  Alinnesota  35,  and 
also  scored  the  w  inning  touchdow  n  in  the  fourth  quarter  when  he  recovered 
a  bad  pass  from  center  behind  the  Gopher  goal  line. 

I  he  questionable  lllini  line  Mas  no  longer  questionable  as  it  held  the 
strongest  backs  in  the  country  practically  to  a  standstill.  The  only  time  the 
(iophers  gained  real  \ardage  was  when  Dale\'  raced  81  vards  to  a  touch- 
down in  the  first  quarter  after  the  lllini  had  lost  the  ball  on  a  fumble  on 
the  Minnesota  eight. 

Behind  Agase  in  the  hero's  column  came  Ra\'  Florek  who  did  a  superb 
job  of  line  backing.  Ciriffin,  (lood,  and  Butko\ich  deserve  recognition  for 
their  excellent  running  and  passing  attack.  Ihc  expert  kicking  of  Buck 
CorrcUs'  "educated  toe"  pulled  the  lllini  out  of  man\-  a  hole.

Tilt  Idsing  cdluiiin  w  ns  Lig.i  n  clicatCLl  nut  nf  n  gLiinc  when  rhc  lllini  kcpr 
rhcir  record  clean  of  defeats  1>\  stopping  a  deteiinined  Iowa  eleven  in  the 
closing  minutes  to  win,  12-6.  Alex  Agase  again  was  the  hero  w  lien  he 
blocked  an  Iowa  punt  to  set  up  the  first  score  in  the  first  quarter.  At  the 
half,  the   lllini   liekl  the  edge,   7-6. 

In  the  closing  minutes  the  famous  lOmniN'  Farmer  passed  the  Hawk- 
exes  to  the  lllini  foin\  hut  a  \aliaiit  and  determined  lllini  eleven  staved  ofi 
the  attack  until  the  gun  sounded.  This  was  by  far  the  most  exciting  part  of 
the  game,  \\\x\\  Farmer  completing  pass  after  pass.  At  this  juncture  the 
lllini  dcfiniteh'  received  a  break  of  the  game,  when  the  Haw  ke\  es  were 
penalized  back  to  the  nine.  Farmer  then  threw  a  lateral  to  Curran  who  was 
stopped  short  of  the  goal  by  a  horde  of  lllini.  Flie  lllini  then  took  the  ball 
on  downs  and  held  it  until  the  gun  sounded.

On  the  afternoon  of  the  24th  of  October,  43,476  Dads  and  "I"  men  saw 
the  Fighting  IIHni  go  do\\  n  in  defeat  for  the  first  time  of  the  season  under 
the  onslaught  of  the  Fighting  Irish.  The  cause  of  the  Illinois  team  ■v\as 
seriously  weakened  by  the  injur)-  to  Dick  Good  early  in  the  game. 

At  the  half,  the  Illini  were  leading  14-7,  and  they  appeared  to  be  on  the 
road  to  \-ictory.  But  in  the  second  half  the  Irish  tied  the  score,  and  in  the 
fourth  quarter  drove  seventy-five  hard-fought  yards  to  the  winning  touch- 
down. The  Orange  and  Blue  were  not  through  vet,  however,  and  the  Notre 
Dame  goal  line  ^\  as  threatened  twice  more  before  the  final  gun.  An  Illini 
dri\e  to  the  ten  \ard  line  was  halted  by  three  incomplete  forward  passes, 
and  in  the  waning  minutes  another  drive  ti>  the  Irish  tw  ent\-seven  ended 
w  ith  a  pass  interception. 

The  Irish,  although  victorious,  were  extended  all  the  way,  and  the  game 
was  decided  in  a  large  part  by  the  superior  reserve  strength  of  Notre 
Dame.  The  famous  Bertelli  was  liottled  up  most  of  the  time,  and  the  Irish 
w  ere  forced  to  employ  principally'  a  running  attack.

The  fighting  IlHni  saw  their  dreams  of  a  ^^'estern  Conference  Cham- 
pionship fade  into  the  distance  on  October  1 1  when  the\'  were  defeated  by 
a  superior  Alicliigan  team,  28-14.  The  Orange  and  Bhie  missed  badl\-  the 
services  of  their  expert  passer,  Dick  Good,  who  was  on  the  injured  hst 
from  the  Notre  Dame  game.  Passing  was  one  thing  .Michigan  overlooked 
in  their  defense,  and  if  Good  had  pla\'ed,  the  score  might  have  l)een  dif- 
ferent. 

Michigan  employed  their  passing  technique  to  a  great  degree,  using  de- 
ceptive and  delaxed  operations  which  faked  the  Ilhni  out  of  position  and 
left  huge  openings  in  the  Illini  defense  which  permitted  the  Wolverine 
backs  to  charge  through  standing  up  for  S  to  10  )'ards  at  each  crack. 

Both  of  the  Illini  touchdowns  were  scored  on  pas.ses  after  they  had  dis- 
covered that  their  running  attack  was  futile  against  the  strong  Michigan 
forward  wall.

On  the  aftcniDiin  of  Xovcn]l)(.T  2S,  the  Fighting  Iliini  chised  their  w  in- 
ningcst  season  since  1930  by  defeating  casih"  the  soldier  bo\-s  from  Camp 
Grant,  20-0.  The  llhni  jumped  otf  to  an  early  lead  in  the  first  period  when 
they  pushed  oxer  two  touchd<iwns.  CirifHn  scored  the  first  Iliini  touch- 
down on  a  sweep  of  34  yards  around  right  end  six  minutes  after  the  open- 
ing kickoff.  Less  than  five  minutes  later,  Butko\ich  took  a  pass  from 
Griffin  on  the  C^amp  Grant  sixteen,  and  raced  to  a  touchdown.  The  third 
score  came  in  the  third  quarter  on  an  eight  yard  dash  around  uiu\  by 
Griffin.

BASKETBALL 


The  records  sho-w  thnt  the  sport  of  basketball  Mas  introduced  into 
the  athletic  program  of  the  University  of  Illinois  in  1905.  A  demand 
tor  basketball  as  a  part  of  the  Universit\''s  sports  program  arose  because 
of  the  interest  displaced  by  students  m  ho  played  pick-up  games  in  the 
Men's  Gymnasium  (now  the  Old  G\m). 

In  1906,  intercollegiate  competition  Mas  inaugurated.  The  first  year 
of  the  sport  vas  marked  bv  capacity  crowds,  Mho  were  seated  in  chairs 
underneath  the  balcony  track.  The  Illini  \\  on  their  first  game  but  finished 
fourth  in  a  conference  of  five  teams. 

In  1915,  three  years  after  Ralph  Jones  became  coach,  Illinois  won  its 
first  unshared  conference  championship.  Frank  Winters  succeeded  Ralph 
Jones  in  1921,  and  Mas  succeeded  by  Craig  Ruby  in  1923.  Illinois  Mas 
co-titleholder  of  the  conference  championship  in  1917,  1924,  and  1935. 

In  1937,  Douglas  R.  .Mills  became  head  coach,  and  Illinois  again  M'on 
the  conference  championship.  In  1942,  Illinois  m  on  its  first  unshared 
title  since  1915.

One,  a 
victory  by  a  record-breaking  score  over 
Northwestern  in  the  Chicago  stadium 
before  nearl\'  20,000  persons,  said  to  be 
the  largest  crowd  ever  to  see  an  inter- 
collegiate basketball  game.  The  other, 
the  last  conference  game,  against  (Chicago 
in  George  Huff  gymnasium,  when  Illi- 
nois won  its  1 2th  Big  Ten  game  and  the 
championship,  and  surpassed  numerous 
all-time  team  and  individual  records. 

The  books,  however,  will  not  tell  \\  hat 
fine  personalities  the\'  were — sportsman- 
hke,  modest,  team  placers  whose  behav- 
ior off  the  floor  was  as  fine  as  their  per- 
formances on  it.  It  was  a  pleasure  to 
coach  them.  It  Mas  of  the  greatest  value 
to  have  the  scouting  and  coaching  assist- 
ance of  W'allie  Roettger.

During  the  1942-43  season  the  Illini  adopted  a  new- 
type  of  schedule  \\  hich  allowed  the  team  to  go  to  the 
opponent's  floor  and  pla\'  a  series  of  two  games  during 
the  stay  at  the  opposing  school.  One  of  these  games 
was  played  on  a  Saturday  night  of  the  weekend,  and 
the  other  game  ^^■as  played  on  the  following  Monday 
night.  Ohio  State  and  Minnesota  were  hosts  to  Illinois 
on  two  of  these  series  while  Illinois  entertained  Iowa 
in  a  series  in  George  Huff  G\mnasium.

Illinois  cased  away  from  the  Bucks  in  the  second  half 
to  win,  60-48.  Although  the  50-44  victory  in  the  sec- 
ond game  did  not  seem  too  iniprcssixe,  the  Whiz  Kitls 
were  never  in  an\  danger  of  losing  the  lead  after  the 
first  half. 

On  the  follow  ing  \\  eek-cnd  the  Whiz  Kids  travelled 
to  Minnesota  to  meet  and  defeat  the  mighty  (iopheis 
twice,  56-35  and  67-43.  In  the  first  encounter  the 
Gophers  were  able  to  keep  up  with  the  illini,  hut 
from  the  beginning  of  the  second  half  to  the  end,  it 
was  the  Orange  and  Blue  all  the  way.    In  the  second 


encounter  the  \\  hiz  Kids  overwhelmed  the  Gophers 
^\  ith  .\nd\  Phillips'  assistance  of  another  t\\  ent\ -six 
points. 

With  onl\  three  games  left  to  be  played,  the  Illini 
appear  to  be  headed  for  their  second  Big  Ten  Champ- 
ionship. Indiana  is  the  only  other  contender  for  the 
crown,  but  it  has  met  a  defeat  at  the  hands  of  Wis- 
consin. The  most  unfortunate  part  of  the  entire  sched- 
ule w  as  that  the  two  strong  teams,  Illinois  and  Indiana, 
were  unable  to  meet  to  determine  the  real  champion 
of  the  Big  Ten  Conference. 


TEACZ 


Ever  since  the  Illinois  Industrial  Universit\'  was  established  in  1867, 
there  has  been  some  type  of  track  contest,  either  intramural  or  inter- 
collegiate, for  the  students. 

Early  records  show  that  there  was  a  Field  Day  in  1883,  held  in  con- 
junction with  the  State  Oratorical  Contest.  In  1888,  the  first  intercolle- 
giate meet  A\as  planned,  but  because  of  rain  this  meet  Avas  postponed 
until  the  follo\\ing  }ear,  at  which  time  Illinois  ^\  as  victorious. 

The  mini  received  an  invitation  in  1893  to  participate  in  the  Western 
Athletic  C^hampionship  Invitation  Track  Meet  at  Washington  University 
in  St.  Louis.  In  the  same  year,  the  Illini  also  held  their  first  indoor  track 
meet. 

For  many  years,  Harry  Gill  coached  the  Illinois  team.  The  1924  team 
achieved  international  fame  at  the  Olympic  Games  because  its  personnel 
won  more  points  than  did  the  contestants  from  anv  other  university. 
Mr.  Gill  retired  in  1933  and  was  succeeded  b\-  Don  Seaton  who  was  in 
turn  succeeded  1)\'  the  present  coach,  Leo  Johnson.

Bob  Kelley,  Bob  Seib,  and  Clarence  Dunn 
won  the  fcatin-c  two-mile  relay  at  the  (Chicago 
Relaws,  establishing  a  new  meet  record. 

The  1942  track  team  finished  second  in  both 
the  indoor  and  outdoor  conference  meets.  The 
absence  of  an  outstanding  sprinter  kept  this 
team  from  being  one  of  the  strongest  in  Illinois 
history. 

Due  to  graduation  and  enlistments  in  the 
armed  services,  the  1943  track  team  will  be 
minus  many  of  the  outstanding  performers. 
However,  this  team  will  have  strength  in  the 
distance  and  middle  distance  runs  with  the 
i-cturn  of  Kelley,  Seib,  Dunn  and  Gladding. 
Matter's  all  around  abilits'  will  compensate  foi' 
some  of  the  losses  of  1942.  Warren  (Joodell.

Nob(id\'  know.s  how  inan\'  \-ears  ago  the  first  baseball  game  was  played 
here  at  Illinois,  but  the  first  recorded  game  was  in  1875  when  a  picked 
team  of  uppcrclassmcn  phued  the  freshmen.  The  early  games  were  pla\ed 
on  the  old  fairground  bounded  bv  First,  Fourth,  and  John  Streets,  and 
Armor)'  Axenuc.  No  games  were  played  awa\"  from  the  Universit\' 
until  187S,  when  one  game  \\  as  played  at  Danville,  Illinois. 

In  1878  Illinois  Industrial  University  played  their  first  intercollegiate 
contest  against  Illinois  College.  C.  N.  Sheffield  was  the  manager  and 
captain,  and  is  often  called  the  "father  of  Illinois  baseball." 

Illinois  joined  a  baseball  association  in  1880,  and  also  moved  the  playing- 
field  from  the  fairground  to  a  pasture  in  the  rear  of  the  L'ni\ersit\'.  It 
was  not  uncommon  for  the  phuers  to  rcijuest  the  authorities  to  keep  the 
cows  off  the  field. 

In  1891  Illinois  was  elected  to  the  ^Vestern  College  League  and  later 
to  the  Big  Fi\e  Conference,  the  predecessor  of  the  Big  Ten.  Through 
the  \-ears  Illinois  has  gained  prestige  on  the  baseball  field  through  their 
w  inning  of  many  championships.

STUDENT  ADMINISTRATION 


Dr.  John  Milton  Gregory,  first  regent  of  the  Universit>-,  helped  inaug- 
urate student  government  into  American  colleges  with  his  system  known 
as  College  Go\-ernment,  founded  at  Illinois  in  1870.  Following  the  pat- 
tern of  our  federal  system,  the  Government  had  a  President,  Senate, 
Assembly,  Supreme  Court,  Sheriff,  and  Prosecuting  Officer. 

The  four  "precincts"  of  the  campus  were  policed  by  men  appointed 
bv  a  marshal,  and  misdemeanors  ^\erc  punished  b\'  small  fines.  An\  one 
caught  in  possession  of  liquor,  or  seen  entering  a  saloon,  billiard  hall,  or 
bowling  alley  was  fined  from  one  to  five  dollars.  Those  damaging  Uni- 
versit\"  propert\  might  be  fined  t\\cnt\  -five  dollars — a  considerable  sum 
in  davs  when  board  for  a  week  could  be  had  for  sevent\-five  cents. 

After  nearh'  forty  )ears  of  student  government,  \\  hich  met  w  ith  vary- 
ing success,  the  Illinois  Union  took  over  all  student  afi^airs  in  1909.  The 
mini  Union  Building,  completed  in  1941  as  a  center  of  democratic  stu- 
dent government,  is  the  culmination  of  the  hopes  and  dreams  of  the  early 
administrators.

The  Student  Affairs  Audit  and  Supervision  Com- 
mittee is  a  sub-committee  of  the  Committee  on  Student 
Affairs  composed  of  students  and  facult>-  who  act  as 
the  supervising  body  for  all  functions  approved  b\" 
the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs.  It  is  composed 
of  five  students  chosen  by  the  Student  Senate,  three 
faculty  members  chosen  by  the  Committee  on  Student 
Affairs,  and  a  member  of  the  Dean  of  Men's  staff. 
Programs,  decorations,  budgets,  special  activities,  and 
all  other  phases  of  student  managed  events  are  left 
in  the  hands  of  individual  committee  members  with 
the  x\uditing  Committee  retaining  final  control.  The 
committee  supervises  the  printing,  issuing,  collecting, 
and  auditing  of  tickets  and  programs.  Before  final 
steps  can  be  made  by  individual  committees,  approval 
of  date,  place,  and  budget  of  the  proposed  event  must 
be  secured  from  this  committee. 


Funds  of  the  committee  this  year  have  been  placed 
in  the  President's  Fund  t((  be  used  for  the  lllini  boys 
in  service.  In  order  to  facilitate  future  work  of  the 
committee,  extensive  records  are  being  prepared  and 
maintained  this  year.  Copies  of  each  dance  program, 
photographs  of  decorations,  written  suggestions  of 
chairmen,  and  complete  financial  reports  are  kept  on 
file  for  easy  reference. 

The  new  lllini  Union  Board  and  this  committee 
have  co-operated  to  utilize  all  the  facilities  of  the 
Union  Building  to  the  best  interests  of  the  students. 
The  University  Dance  Committee  of  last  year  struck 
a  new  mark  in  keeping  ticket  prices  in  the  lower 
levels  so  that  a  maximum  number  of  students  might 
enjov  the  social  events  that  have  come  under  its  juris- 
diction and  this  policy  is  being  continued.

The  mini  Union  I5uilciing  i)f  the  Uni\ersit\'  of  Illi- 
nois Mas  opened  on  l'"chruary  S,   1941,  and  dedicated 


on  I'cbruary  S, 
on  Noveniher  1,  1941,  culminating  the  efforts  of  stu- 
dents, alumni,  and  faculty'  for  the  past  thirt\-  years. 
The  Union,  in  which  each  student  has  an  equal  share, 
is  conceived  in  accordance  with  the  best  and  finest  tra- 
ditions of  early  American  (Colonial  architecture,  in- 
spiring those  who  use  it  with  an  appreciation  of 
beautiful  craftsmanship  and  dignified  surroundings. 
And  in  accordance  with  the  finest  traditions  of  our 
nation,  it  symbolizes  the  democratic  spirit  of  a  great 
Uni\ersit\'.    It  is  a  place  also  where  students,  facult\ , 


and  alumni  ma\'  meet  each  other  socially  and  in- 
formallx",  and  thereby  promote  the  best  in  Illini  tra- 
ditions of  loN'alty  to  their  University  and  to  each 
other.

The  nucleus  for  the  new  program  of  coordinated 
mini  Union  activities  was  the  IIHni  Union  Board,  file 
original  Illini  Union  Board  had  been  instituted  l)\ 
President  A.  C.  Willard  in  Julv,  193K,  during  the  con- 
struction of  the  Illini  Union,  to  advise  on  the  policies 
w  hich  should  be  carried  out  when  the  building  opened. 
In  jul\',  1941,  this  board  was  succeeded  by  a  second 
l)oard  appointed  b\'  the  Trustees  to  direct  student  ac- 
tivities within  the  Union  building. 

The  exigencies  of  war  revealed  duplication  and 
competition  in  the  functions  of  the  general  campus 
activities.  Therefore,  in  the  interests  of  greater  effi- 
ciency, the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  revoked 
recognition  of  all  student  organizations,  including 
.Men's  League,  Woman's  League,  the  Student  Alumni 
Association,  and  the  existing  Illini  L'nion,  and  co- 
ordinated war  activities,  cultural  and  social  functions, 
traditional  da>-s,  and  student  services  undei-  a  new 
Illini  L^nion  Board.  Some  organizations  w  hich  proved 
their  value  to  the  campus  were  restored  with  modi- 
fications. 

The  new  Illini  Union  Board,  organized  in  August.

1942,  is  c(jmposed  of  nine  students,  three  facult\-  mem- 
bers, one  representative  of  the  Alumni  Association, 
the  Manager  of  the  Illini  Union  Building,  and  the 
Social  Director  of  the  L'nion.  The  (Committee  on 
Student  Affairs  chose  the  student  members  of  the 
Board  for  this  first  \'ear  in  order  to  proxide  a  starting 
point.  Five  student  members  of  succeeding  Illini 
L'nion  Boards  are  to  be  chosen  b\-  the  retiring  Board, 
which  elects  no  more  than  three  men  and  no  fewer 
than  two  women;  one  man  and  one  woman  ma\'  be 
Juniors  and  the  rest  are  Seniors.  The  Dean  of  Men's 
Council  chooses  one  fraternit\'  man  and  one  inde- 
pendant  man;  and  the  Dean  of  ^Vomen's  (Council 
chooses  one  independent  woman  and  one  sororit\' 
woman. 

The  Board  works  under  the  direction  and  regula- 
tions of  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  in  so  far 
as  the  work  of  the  Board  deals  with  student  activities. 
It  acts  in  an  advisor)'  capacity  to  the  Manager  of  the 
Union  Building  and  to  the  Business  Office  in  so  far 
as  the  physical  operations  of  the  Illini  L'nion  Build- 
ing are  concerned.  It  is  responsil>le  for  directing  a 
program  of  social  activities  for  Faculty  and  Alumni 
in  the  L'nion  Biulilinu".

The  mini  Union  Student  Activities  Division  is  di- 
rected bv  a  board  made  up  of  the  nine  students  and 
two  of  the  facult\'  members  on  the  lilini  Union  Board, 
the  manager  and  the  social  director  of  the  Union  Build- 
ing, and  an  executive  secretary.  Under  the  reorganiza- 
tion of  student  actixities  put  into  effect  this  year  b\" 
action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University,  this 
Board  is  responsible  for  activities  formerly  carried  on 
by  Men's  League,  Women's  League,  Student  Alumni 
Association,  and  the  old  Illini  L^nion  Board. 

The  Men's  and  Women's  Leagues  were  service  or- 
ganizations representing  all  male  and  female  students 
at  the  University  of  Illinois.  The  object  of  these  t\\  o 
organizations  was  to  promote  school  spirit  and  loyalty, 
direct  general  activities,  and  ad\ance  the  interests  and 


general  A\-elfare  of  the  students.  This  object  was  at- 
tained by  pep  meetings,  Homecoming,  Dad's  Day, 
Mother's  Day,  Men's  League  Show,  Women's  League 
Show,  University  Sings,  guide  service,  and  other 
events  and  services  needed  at  the  Universit\-. 

The  Student  Alumni  Association  was  founded  to 
promote  the  welfare  of  the  University  by  forming  a 
bond  between  the  university  students  and  the  alumni. 
This  organization  sponsored  the  Homecoming  and 
Registration  Dances,  Founder's  Day,  an  All-University 
Welcome  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  a  travel  bureau 
and  a  war  service  record.  It  also  distributed  lllios  to 
high  schools  throughout  the  states  and  organized  Stu- 
dent  Illini  Clubs  for  larger  communities  in  Illinois. 

The  old  Illini  L'nion  Board  \vas  responsible  for  the

direction  of  activities  in  tlie  Illini  Union  Building. 
It  sponsored  .Music  Hours  in  tlie  General  Lounge, 
weekly  student-faculty  coffee  hours  in  the  Pine 
Lounge,  dances  in  the  Ballroom  ever\'  Saturda\  night, 
social  forums,  and  miscellaneous  activities  in  the  Iniild- 
ing  throughout  the  year. 

The  added  stress  upon  student  activitx'  caused  in 
earh'  1942  h\'  the  war  lirouglit  to  light  a  large  amount 
of  overlapping  and  duplication  and  certain  super- 
fluous activities  in  these  four  organizations.  The  need 
for  a  centralized  control  for  student  war  efforts  also 
developed.  After  revoking  recognition  of  all  campus 
activities,  the  Committee  on  Student  Affairs  submitted 
a  plan  for  a  new  Illini  L^nion  Board  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  L'niversity.  This  plan,  which  amalga- 
mated the  four  organizations  mentioned,  was  passed 
by  the  Board  and  was  put  into  effect  in  September 
of  1942. 


L'nder  this  plan  the  work  of  the  Illini  L^nion  Board 
is  carried  on  by  the  divisions  of  the  Faculty  x\ctivities. 
Alumni  Activities,  and  Student  Activities.  The  Divi- 
sion of  Student  Activities  is  headed  b\  the  lllmi  L  nion 
Student  Activities  Board.  This  Board  elects  from  its 
student  members  directors  for  the  five  departments 
under  which  the  acti\ities  are  conducted.  The  de- 
partments are  Entertainment,  Recreation,  War  Ser- 
vice, Public  Service,  and  Spec'al  Affairs.  The  work  of 
the  departments,  shown  on  the  following  pages,  is 
carried  out  through  about  thnt\  major  committees, 
the  chairmen  of  which  meet  together  as  the  Illini 
L'nion  Council. 

The  great  accomplishments  of  the  Illini  Union  Stu- 
dent Activities  Division  during  this  first  year  of  its 
existence  have  indicated  tremendous  potentialities  of 
the  unified  program  of  e.xtra-curricular  activities  at 
the  Universit\-  of  Illinois.

In  lier  liigh-\\  ;iisted  dress,  hustle,  and  button  shoes,  prim  and  correct, 
sat  the  first  woman  student  of  the  Uni\ersitv  of  Uhnois  on  March  3,  1870.

Page  size  of  the  hrst  vilume  was  9V2"  by  iVz" ,  but  soon  changed 
to  7V2"  by  9V2",  and  in  1909  to  71/2"  by  lO'/a".  Since  1924,  the  page 
size   lias   been  9"   by    12". 

The  hrst  \nlume  contained  l-tS  pages  ;  tliis,  the  hftictli  volume,  contains

Preceding  the  formation  of  dancing  clubs  in  the  early  1890"s,  social  life 
on  the  campus  was  largely  confined  to  the  activities  of  the  literary 
societies. 

In  1K98,  there  was  held  the  first  Military  Ball,  followed,  in  1905,  by 
the  first  Law  Dance.  In  191(J,  the  fir.st  Engineering  Dance  was  held; 
later  it  became  St.  Patrick's  Ball. 

An  increase  in  the  number  of  dances  led  to  the  formation,  in  1923,  of 
the  Universit\'  Dance  Super\'ision  Committee  to  ^\hich  all  dance  com- 
mittees were  responsible. 

In  1924,  Axe  Grinders'  Ball,  predecessor  of  Headliners'  Hop,  was  first 
held.  In  1925,  the  freshman  class  held  its  first  "couple"  Freshman  Frolic. 
Other  dances  which  began  about  the  same  time  were  the  Arch  Fete, 
later  known  as  Fine  Arts  Ball;  .Mi  Hila,  annual  formal  dance  for  inde- 
pendent students;  and  Pan-Hellenic  Ball,  sponsored  jointK'  by  the  Pan- 
Hellenic  and  Interfraternity  Councils. 

Toda\-,  in  war-time,  dances  have  been  limited  to  Senior  Ball,  Junior 
Prom,  Sophomore  Cotillion,  Freshman  Frolic,  Military  Ball,  Registra- 
tion Dance,  and  the  Ag  Dance.

Wyndham  Brandon  was  excellently  played  b)*  Tom  Tyrrell  as  a  self-confident 
fellow,  -while  Alfred  Culver  made  Charles  Granillo,  in  contrast,  an  undecided 
and  frightened  murderer.

STAR  COURSE 


For  the  past  fift\  -one  \ears  Star  (;()urse  has  brought 
cultural  entertainment  to  the  University  of  Illinois. 
As  earl\-  as  1883  lectures  h\-  outstanding  men  and 
women  of  the  time  began  to  be  sponsored  b\-  the 
Philomathean  and  Adelphic  Literar>-  Societies.  These 
occasional  lectures  proved  so  popular  that  in  1891 
the  Star  Lecture  Course  was  begun.  For  twent>--six 
>ears  it  remained  under  the  auspicies  of  the  literary- 
societies.  Finally,  in  1931,  the  Universit)-  Concert  and 
Fntcrrainment  feoard  was  organized  to  supervise  all 
public  enteitainmcnt  given  at  the  University  for  \\hich 
admission  is  charged.  Star  Course  -was  then  placed 
under  control  of  this  Board. 

The  University  Concert  and  Entertainment  Board 
is  composed  of  four  faculty  members  and  four  stu- 
dents. Its  function  is  to  select  artists  presented  each 
\'ear  and  to  appoint  the  senior  and  junior  managers 
and  the  sophomore  staff. 


This  \  ear  Star  (bourse  presented  a  series  of  side  con- 
certs. The  Don  Cossack  Chorus  thrilled  the  University 
audience  with  its  wild  Russian  songs  and  dances.  Fol- 
low ing  the  Don  Cossacks,  Star  Course  presented  the 
Indianapolis  Symphony  Orchestra  which  has  proved 
exceedingly  popular  in  its  four  performances  at  Illi- 
nois. Third  concert  in  this  year's  series  was  given  by 
the  outstanding  baritone,  Paul  Robeson.  In  Januarv, 
Claudio  Arrau,  world  acclaimed  pianist  gave  a  de- 
lightful program.  Albert  Spalding,  already  M-ell  known 
to  University  audiences,  lived  up  to  his  reputation  as 
one  of  the  world's  most  gifted  violinists  in  his  concert 
here.  This  spring  the  final  concert  Mas  presented  by 
Rose  Bampton,  leading  .Metropolitan  soprano.  It  is 
the  sincere  desire  of  the  University  Concert  and  Enter- 
tainment Board  and  the  Star  Course  staff  that  they 
may  continue  to  bring  the  University  fine  concerts.

The  bands,  (irchestra,  chorus,  and  glee  chib  ....  music,  the  harmonious 
part  of  education,  has  always  been  an  essential  part  of  the  University. 
In  1S70  a  brass  band  was  organized,  and  two  decades  later  it  was  prob- 
ably the  first  to  pla\-  tunes  other  than  the  usual  marches.  From  this  group 
grew  the  lUini  concert  band,  which  gave  its  first  annual  concert  in  1890. 
Illinois  was  the  leader  in  the  dc\elopmcnt  of  the  s\  niphonic  t\pc  of  band, 
w  ith  seating  arrangement  and  repertoire  corresponding  to  the  s\niphonic 
orchestra. 

John  Philip  Sousa,  ^ho  gave  the  band  the  title.  "World's  Greatest 
College  Band",  left  his  complete  lil)rar\-  of  music  to  the  University  bands, 
which  no\\'  have  probably  the  finest  collection  of  band  music  in  the 
countr\'.

UNIVERSITY  BANDS 


The  L'nixcrsity  (if  Illinois  .Milit;ir\-  Bands  DepLirt- 
ment  consists  of  three  separate  bands;  tlie  Ojncert 
Band,  the  First  Regimental  Band,  and  the  Second  Regi- 
mental Band.  Competitive  examinations  given  at  dif- 
ferent intervals  throughout  the  \'ear  determine  po- 
sitions and  promotions  in  these  organizations.  Prior 
to  the  present  school  year,  military  credit  was  given 
to  members  of  the  bands;  however,  due  to  the  war, 
this  policy  has  been  temporarily  suspended.  In  spite 
of  this  fact,  the  enrollment  in  the  Band  Department 
has  remained  the  same  in  proportion  to  the  enrollment 
of  the  L'niversity.  Concert  Band  Members  arc  eligible 
for  a  scholarship  after  they  have  satisfied  the  required 
military. 

The  war  has  brought  many  changes  to  the  Illinois 
campus.  For  the  first  time  in  its  history,  the  band 
has  permitted  women  to  enter  its  ranks.  The  war 
has  also  taken  its  toll  in  the  bands'  staff  of  directors. 
Mr.  .Mark  H.  Hindsley,  former  Assistant  Director,  was 
commissioned  a  Captain  in  the  U.  S.  Arm\-  and  is  now 
music  officer  of  the  Special  Service  Division  of  the 
Air  Corps. 

Professor  A.  A.  Harding,  Director  of  Bands  at  the 
University  since  1905,  has  sought  untiringly  through 
many  years  to  raise  the  musical  and  technical  stand- 
ards of  band  performances  in  the  United  States.

foi-  the  training  of  reserve  officers  against  an\-  future  emergency. 

From  the  earh"  davs  M'hen  militar)'  instruction  was  principally  con- 
cci'ned  w  ith  w  hat  are  known  today  as  "formal  drills",  the  Universit>"  has 
kept  abreast  of  the  time  so  that  today  a  large  staff  of  instructors  prepare 
the  advanced  course  students  of  the  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps  in 
the  wide  scope  of  modern  war  to  such  an  extent  that  with  \cr\'  little 
additional  practical  field  training  they  can  properly  perform  their  duties 
as  combat  leaders. 

That  the  Universit\"  has  justified  and  done  honor  to  the  militarx'  part 
of  its  ancestry  is  proven  by  the  thousands  of  her  sons  who  have  been 
leaders  in  our  past  wars,  w  ho  are  leaders  toda\  and  w  ho  are  in  prepara- 
tion for  leadership  tomorrow.

One  of  the  great  traditions  of  llhnois  is  Interschohistics  ^\  eek-cnd,  first 
held  in  IS'93.  During  this  week-end,  high  school  guests  of  the  Universit\" 
have,  through  the  \  ears,  competed  in  all  t\pes  of  athletic  and  oratorical 
contests,  and  have  been  entertained  1)>-  University  students  with  a  college 
track  meet,  college  baseball  game,  and  the  nationall\  famous  biter- 
scholastic  Circus. 

The  .Maypole  Dance  was  first  held  in  1S9S  on  "back-campus,"  but 
because  of  larger  crowds,  it  was  transferred  to  Illinois  Field.  With  the 
addition  of  folk  dances,  the  program  became  the  .Ma\-  Day  Festival. 

Class  struggles  bet\\  een  freshmen  and  sophomores  were  long  an  im- 
p(]rtant  part  of  campus  life.  In  carh'  \ears,  the  sophomores  threw  the 
freshmen  into  the  bone\  ard  (so  named  b\'  Indians  who  strewed  its  banks 
with  the  bones  of  their  hunting  kills).  Later,  these  struggles  took  the 
forms  of  color  rushes,  pushball  contests,  and  sack  rushes. 

Homecoming,  Dads'  Da>,  and  Mothers'  Day,  were  first  established  in 
the  collegiate  w<irld  by  Illinois  students.  These  traditional  celebrations 
have  been  copied  b\-  other  universities  throughout  the  country.

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SOEOHITIES 


The  decade  of  the  nineties  brought  the  Chicago  Columbian  Exposition, 
the  peal-;  of  the  Free  Silver  controversy,  and  here  at  Illinois,  the  first 
social  Greek  letter  organizations  for  women. 

Although  the  Universit\'  was  established  in  1867,  it  was  not  until  the 
fall  of  1895  that  sororities  were  organized  at  the  University  of  Illinois. 
In  October,  two  groups  secured  charters  from  national  sororities. 

The  number  of  groups  increased  annually  until  1911,  when  the  Girls' 
Pan-Hellenic  Association,  with  nine  sororities  participating,  became  the 
controlling  bod\'  for  sororit^•  women.  Today,  representatives  from 
twentv-one  national  sororities  meet  in  council  to  determine  plans  and 
policies  which  guide  the  lives  of  nine  hundred  girls. 

In  the  carh'  \-ears,  sororitv  members  did  not  live  in  sorority  houses 
but  met  each  week  at  a  specified  meeting  place.  Today,  each  of  the 
Illinois  sororities  has  a  chapter  house  where  all  members  may  live  and
